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Deism And World Revolution

Louis XVI ascended to the the attack as best he could for five 


throne of France in the year | 
1774, at the age of twenty. With 
him came his frivolous young 
wife, Marie Antoinette. 


Soon after becoming king and queen, 
both were heard to say publicly, as the 
tears streamed down their cheeks: “O 
God, guide us, protect us; we are too 
young to reign.” 


It soon became evident that excellent 
reasons existed for their fears. Out- 
wardly everything appeared to be 
splendid and orderly; but, as Carlyle 
intimates, it was a splendor of the 
rainbow above Niagara, beneath which 
there is destruction. 


Unknown to the innocent young 
rulers, a subterranean fire had already 
been started under their feet. The 
foundations of their throne were then 
sliding. 

Fifteen years later found Louis in 
Versailles, and a National Assembly in 
Paris, pulling against one another. For 
a long time, a group of conspirators, 
meeting in secret lodge rooms, had been. 
plotting behind the scenes for the de- 
struction of all forms of morality, re- 
ligion and orderly government in 
France. 


Three Causes 


The trap, which had been set several 
years before, finally sprung into action 
on July 14, 1789. 


By systematic propaganda, emana- 
ting from planned sources, the passions 
of thousands of people had been fanned 
into a white heat. The fuse was ignited 
by a false report, circulated on the 
streets of Paris, that the King had sud- 
denly ordered the commander of the 
Bastille to turn his guns upon the city. 


The Bastille was an old military” 
fortress and prison, in the heart of 
Paris. 


When this rumor was released by 
those who were stirring up a mob 
spirit, the excitement became ungovern- 
able. From thousands of throats the cry 
went up: “To the Bastille”. “Down with 
the Bastille!’ 

Animated by a single Satanic im- 
pulse, the frenzied mob stormed the 
stronghold. The commander of the 
fortress was unprepared and _ had 
only a feeble garrison. He _ resisted 


hours, and then capitulated. All defend- 


' ers of the property were brutally 
' murdered. 


The mad mob placed the heads of the 
victims on long poles and paraded 
through the streets of Paris in triumph. 
The Bastille was completely demolished, 
not one stone being allowed to remain 
upon another. 


News of what had happened in Paris 


was quickly carried to the King at | 


Versailles. Roused from his sleep, he 
said to the messenger, “Why, this is 
a revolt.” “No, sire’, was the reply, “it 
is a revolution.” 


This was the beginning of the blood- 
bath given the French people, which 
we know in history as the French Revo- 
lution—a holocaust that took no less 
than 1,500,000 lives. 


Three things caused this bloody 
chapter of human history to be written: 


(1) A decay of religious belief in all 
the countries of Europe caused by the 
attacks of “English Deism”, a system

The master-minds responsible for the 
French Revolution saw to it that all 
bins and granaries were emptied. With 
famine stalking across the land, “every 
man’s hand” was soon “raised against 
his neighbor”. 


One historian says: “There was 
scarcity of bread in the capital, and, to 
render the condition worse, thousands 
of desperate tramps had come into the 
city, eager for riot and pillage.”

eastern frontier station and brought 
back. 


On January 21, 1798 Louis was be- 
headed. He was 89 years old at the time. 
Immediately after his death, the horri- 
ble Reign of Terror began. 


One of the principal leaders, during 
those two years of bloodshed, was a 
fanatic by the name of Hebert whose 
chief ambition in life was the extermi- 
nation of all religion. He was the guid- 
ing spirit behind the “Temples of 
Reason” which soon sprung up all over 
the Country. 


In _ analyzing the causes_ which 
brought about the French Revolution 
and in studying the operation of the 
same forces among the nations today, 
we shall return to our three original 
propositions: 


(1) The religious decay produced by 
Deism. 


(2) The loss of moral consciousness. 


(3) The operation of a subterranean 
conspiracy. 


Deism, Judaism, Modernism 


As previously indicated, the intel- 
lectual and spiritual scourge known in 
history as English Deism, could be 
more properly called Jewish Deism. 


While it is true that some deistic 
writers, beginning with the early part 
of the seventeenth century, were de- 
finitely anti-Semitic, yet it is also a 
fact that the most vitriolic leaders of 
the movement were either Jews or 
Gentiles under the control of Jews. 


A survey of Deism shows that its at- 
titude toward Christianity was identical 
with that of Judaism. 


Deists rejected the virgin birth of 
=_— Jews reject the virgin birth of 
Christ. 


Deists rejected the doctrine of the 
atonement. Jews reject the doctrine of 
the atonement. 


Deists rejected the resurrection of 
Christ. Jews reject the resurrection of 
Christ. 


Deists rejected His ascension. 
reject His ascension. 


Deists denied that a supernatural ex- 
perience of personal salvation, based 
upon the doctrine of the new birth, was 
possible. Jews make the same denial. 


Jews 


The analogy could be traced through 
every phase of Christian doctrine.‘ Both 
systems are essentially anti-Christ. 


In my former treatise, entitled “A

Spinoza 


Benedictus de Spinoza, a Dutch Jew 
whose parents came from Portugal, was 
the most brilliant and dangerous deist 
the movement had during the seven- 
teenth century. 


This man, because of his great intel- 
lectual powers, was able to start cur- 
rents flowing which have helped to un- 
dermine the Cause of Jesus Christ from 
that time to the present hour. 


The Encyclopaedia Britannica credits 
Spinoza with being the “Father of the 
Higher Criticism of the Bible.” 


This disclosure is a blow against the 
destructive philosophy of our so-called 
“intellectuals” who stand behind pulpit- 
desks every Sunday, disseminating 
scholastic doubt and destroying faith 
in the fundamentals of the Christian 
religion. 


Their Higher Criticism has been 
handed down to them from the diseased 
brain of a Jewish deist, who despised 
the very name of Christ. Can they be 
Christians and expound such ha: og 
phy? 

The Encyclopaedia says: “Spinoza 
rejected all claims that Biblical litera- 
ture should be treated in a manner en- 
tirely different from that in which any 
other document is treated that claims 
to be historical. His contention that the 
Bible ‘is in parts imperfect, corrupt, 
erroneous, and inconsistent with itself, 
and that we possess but fragments of 
it? roused a great storm.... And many 
ministers of religion now _ praise 
Spinoza’s services in the correct inter- 
pretation of Scripture as a document 
of first rate importance in the progres- 
sive development of human thought and 
conduct.” ° 


Studied the Talmud 


Laymen who are asked to contribute 
to the financial support of Modernist 
preachers, have a right to know that 
Judaism is being preached from their 
pulpits.

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caused them to reject the inspiration 
of the Bible. This made it necessary 
to evolve a theory of its natural origin. 


Thereupon, the Scriptures were 
brought into question book by book, un- 
til all their miracles and basic 


doctrines were explained away, to the 
satisfaction of those who allowed them- 
selves to become deluded by this miser- 
able teaching. 


Spinoza’s views finally permeated 
the scholarship of Europe and crossed 
the ocean to America. In this Country, 
the Higher Criticism entered the uni- 
versities, theological seminaries and 
Christian colleges. From these centers, 
it has filtered through both our pulpits 
and our pews. 


As a boy, Spinoza was forced to read 
from that cesspool of iniquity called the 
Jewish Talmud. These early studies 
left their mark upon his soul and 
stamped him with an undying animosi- 
ty for everything Christian. 


Space is not available to give ade- 
quate quotations from the Talmud at 
this time, but suffice to say that it had 
its origin back in Babylon and is a com- 
pilation of rabbinical writings which 
contain a diabolical code of destruction 
for non-Jews and Christian civilization. 

These writings are so vile and wicked 
that the Talmud itself contains this 
statement: “To communicate anything 
to a Goy about our religious relations 
would be equal to the killing of all the 
Jews, for if Goys knew what we teach 
about them, they would kill us openly.” 
(Book of Libbre David 37). 

Spinoza’s writings were so venomous 
that the Amsterdam community of 
Jews expelled him from their synago- 
gue as a friendly gesture toward their 
Gentile environment, which they were 
at that time beginning to fear. 

But the victim protested against this 
action and claimed that he was a loyal 
Jew. There is record that six months 
prior to his excommunication, he had 
attended synagogue services and made 
an offering. 


Worked With Leading Deists 


All the leading deists of the middle 
part of the seventeenth century were 
Spinoza’s friends. He collaborated with 
them. He was their intellectual master. 


One of his closest associates was 
Thomas Hobbes, who called Christiani- 
ty “the Kingdom of Darkness”. 


Dr. John Orr, an authority on Deism, 
says: “His (Hobbes) unorthodox theolo- 
gy and his criticism of the Bible 
aroused Christians in general, and the 
Protestant clergy in particular, against 
him.... While discussing revelation, 
Hobbes made the remark that the trans- 
mission of Scripture had been in the 
hands of power-usurping clergy who 
were not averse to using fraud. Most 
deists made a similar observation and 
from it concluded that the text of Scrip- 
ture is therefore utterly corrupted and 
untrustworthy.” 


John Toland, a deist who lived a 
generation later, was tremendously in- 
fluenced by Spinoza’s writings. His 
book, “Christianity Not Mysterious” 
was a terrific attack upon the Chris- 
tian religion. 


Mathew Tindal, another child of 
Spinoza’s thought, wrote extensively 
against the Bible. His book on the 
“Religion of Nature’ was so complete 
in setting forth the views generally 
held by the deists, that it has been dub- 
bed “the Deistic Bible”. 


Although Deism first came_ to 
fruition in England, it did its more 
deadly work in France and Germany. 
Dr. Orr says: “Spinoza became the 
medium for the transfer of English 
deistic ideas into Germany.... German 
Deism started on an English basis, 
modified by the strong influence of the 
Dutch philosopher Spinoza.” 


Wesley’s revival broke the spell of 
Deism in England. The spirit of the 
Protestant reformation pushed it back 
in Germany. But France was less 
fortunate; being allowed to run its 
course, Deism helped pave the way for 
the French Revolution. 

But history shows that this perni- 
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cious, anti-God, anti-Bible, anti-Christ 
philosophy was forced to batter against 
Europe’s citadel of Christianity more 
than 150 years before it succeeded in 


breaking through and_ destroying 
France. 
Spiritual decay was followed by 


moral putrifaction among the French 
people. With the religious life of 
France demoralized through Deism and 
Atheism, it was impossible to resist the 
onslaughts of the subverters who were 
determined to destroy the Nation. 


Reason 


Like all deists, Spinoza worshipped 
at the shrine of the Goddess of Reason. 


The Encyclopaedia also calls him “the 
prince of the rationalists’, The quota- 
tion continues: “He insisted that even 
the Scriptures must be submitted to 
the test of reason, and produced the 
most effective protest against the sub- 
ordination of reason to their authority.” 


During the French Revolution, hu- 
man reason was deified. 


In describing the events that took 
place in 1793, C. MacFarlane, the noted, 
historian, says: “Before the year ended 
the legislators of Paris voted there was 
no God, and destroyed or altered nearly 
everything that had reference to Chris- 
tianity. Robespierre, who would have 
stopped short at Deism, and who would 
have preserved the external decencies, 
was overruled and intimidated. at He- 
bert and his frowsy crews, who had 
either crept into the governing commit- 
tees or had otherwise made themselves 
a power in the state.” 


It was a dramatic hour in the world’s 
history when the ruling deists and 
atheists of France assembled in the 
beautiful Notre Dame Cathedral of 
Paris to worship the Goddess of Reason. 
This gorgeous building was profaned 
by almost every conceivable indecency. 


A beautiful young woman, an actress, 
was chosen to receive the homage of 
the rulers. The occasion was called the 
“Festival of Liberty”. 


A “Torch of Truth’ was made to 
burn in the front of the Cathedral, up- 
on the “Altar of Reason”. 

History tells us: “Chaumette declared 


that the people wanted no more priests; 
no other gods than those whom Nature 
offers us. ‘We, the people’s magistrates, 
have verified its decision; we bring it 
you from the Temple of Reason’, And 
Chaumette demanded that the Church 
of Notre Dame should thenceforth bear 
the name of the Temple of Reason. A 
decree to that effect was immediately 
passed. 


“The actress who figured as Liberty 
stood at the desk and received the em- 
braces of the President, Laloy, and the 
secretaries. Then the Convention pro- 
ceeded to Notre Dame, where the cere- 
mony was recommenced in its honour... 


“The ‘dechristianising’ movement 
quickly became general in Paris. Near- 
ly all the sections renounced religion, 
closed their parish churches, and re- 
opened them as Temples of Reason.” 


Robespierre’s New God 


As the destructionists got under way 
with their devilish program, the Sab- 
bath was abolished, churches were 
closed, crosses were torn down, signs 
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of mourning for the dead were prohibi- 
ted; and temples of reason were opened. 


Their fear of hell was revealed by 
these words written over the entrance 
of burial grounds. “Death is an eternal 
sleep.” 


Hebert said: “In the future we want 
no religion but that of Nature; no other 
temple than that of Reason; no other 
worship than that of Liberty, Equality 
and Fraternity.” This was of course 
pure, unadulterated Deism. 


The calendar was abolished and the 
people were no more allowed to reckon 
time from the birth of Christ, but from 
the year One, beginning with the 
French Revolution. 


Robespierre had different ideas about 
religion than some of the others. He at- 
tacked Hebert and used Voltaire’s 
words as the foundation of his philoso- 
phy: “If no God existed we should have 
to invent one.” This he proceeded to do. 
He made a god and a religion, of his 
own. 

When Hebert tried to excite an insur- 
rection, Robespierre sent him to the 
same guillotine that had first descended 
upon the neck of the King of France. 


Thus, in less than five years, Robes- 


pierre became the absolute ruler of the » 


Country, and was more despotic than 
any of the Bourbon kings had ever 
dared to be. 


He called his god the “Supreme Be- 
ing” and made a great theatrical per- 
formance in honor of the new deity. 


Dressed in a sky-blue coat, holding a 
bunch of flowers, fruit and grain in his 
hand, Robespierre appeared in the Field 
of Mars, in Paris, in the presence of a 
great throng of people. 


A choir of two thousand voices sang 
a hymn to the Supreme Being. Bands of 
young girls scattered flowers. Then 
Robespierre set fire to two allegorical 
figures representing Atheism and Self- 
ishness. As they burnt, a figure repre- 
senting Wisdom appeared. 


But no sooner was the performance 
over than the guillotine, which had been 
temporarily veiled, began its work a- 
gain. History records that an average 
of two hundred a week were being put 
to death at that time. This was five 
years after the Revolution. 


Like the modern rulers of Russia, 
Robespierre and his henchmen sought 
to make the reign of Red Terror per- 
manent. 


The destruction of life became unen- 
durable. By degrees, sentiment began 
crystalizing against Robespierre. Fin- 
ally he was beheaded July 28, 1794. The 
hatred now existing between the rulers 
of Russia strangely resembles the bit- 
terness which developed between the 
leaders in France after the Revolution. 


For once, however, the guillotine 
proved itself to be a blessing, since in 
destroying Robespierre it ridded France 
of a man who was far more wicked and 
vicious than any king who ever ruled 
the Nation. 


Modernists and Communists 


With the removal of Robespierre 
everything went to pieces. The govern- 
ment, if it could be called a govern- 
ment, fell into the hands of the Conven- 
tion. Reaction set in. 


Down in southern France, there was 
inaugurated what was called the White 
Terror, a name given to distinguish it 
from the Red Terror of the past. 


Bands of men, calling themselves 
“Companies of the Sun” committed 
horrible atrocities. This massacre be- 
came nation-wide and the soil of France 
continued to be stained with the blood 
of its people. 

And all because a group of men had 
been able to generate class hatreds un- 
der the surface and behind the scenes, 
while tearing God out of the hearts of 
a whole generation. 

Before preceding further, we should 
remind ourselves again that our pres- 
ent-day Modernist preachers are the 
intellectual children of the Deists, 
while our Communists are the lineal 
descendants of the Robespierres and 
other destroyers who were responsible 
for the slaughtering of 1,500,000 hu- 
man beings.

operations ever published, was a book 
written by Professor John Robison just 
after the Revolution. 


Robison was a scholar, a Mason and 
Scotch Presbyterian. 


He made frequent trips to continental 
Europe, where he discovered that Weis-

Being a loyal Mason, true to the 
highest ideals of the Order, the discov- 
eries which Robison made, broke his 
heart. Therefore, in his writings he 
was always careful to emphasize that 
Masonry on the continent and Masonry 
in England and the United States, were 
entirely different. 


Professor Robison’s book has long 
since disappeared from the markets of 
the world, but during the last month 
I have located a copy in the Congres- 
sional Library of Washington, D. C.

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Spain In Bible Prophecy

WO great international forces 


are evolving out of the chaos 
of the nations — Fascism and 
Communism. Both sides are 
forming their lines to “fight it 
out” in the world’s arena. 


The events of the last few weeks in 
Spain, as reported in daily press dis- 
patches, have had a terrifying effect 
upon people everywhere. 


Some see in this catastrophe a mere 
conflict between two opposing armies. 
But those who understand Bible proph- 
ecy know that the Spanish inferno has 
a far deeper meaning. 


Baxter’s Interpretation 


- Prophetical students are accustomed 
to watching European developments in 
the light of the revival of the old Roman 
Empire. This is because the fourth 
beast of the seventh chapter of Daniel, 
which symbolizes ancient Rome, will 
return to life prior to the coming of 
“the Son of Man with the clouds of 
heaven”—Daniel 7:13. 


The Roman Empire must be revived 
before the curtain falls at the end of 
this dispensation. It is being revived be- 
fore the eyes of a bleeding and dum- 
founded humanity today! 


Back in the year 1866, a noted Eng- 
lish Bible student by the name of Mich- 
ael Baxter, wrote a_ book entitled 
“Baxter’s Forty Future Wonders” in 
which he anticipated many changes 
that have since taken place among the 
countries of Europe. 


In the third “Wonder”, he dwelt at 
length upon the necessity of revising 
Europe’s map so that the twenty-three 
nations, which existed within Rome’s 
ancient boundary in his day, would be 


- reduced to ten. 


It will be recalled that the Empire 
was originally composed of two parts— 
an Eastern division and a Western di- 
vision. Baxter calculated that in the 
last analysis each division would be re- 
duced to five nations. 


He predicted that several wars and 


revolutions would be necessary to bring 
about this alignment. If he was 


“The history of the Four Empires in 
its onward course has passed through 
all the periods of the Babylonian em- 
pire from B. C. 604 to 538—the Medo- 
Persian empire from B. C. 538, when 
Darius conquered and slew Belshazzar 
to 331—the Grecian Empire from B. C. 
331, when Alexander the Great con- 
quered the Persians, to B. C. 31—the 
Roman Empire, when Augustus Caesar 
conquered Greece in B. C. 31.” 


Referring to the ultimate arrange- 
ment of ten divisions, he said: 


“The same division of the ten king- 
doms into two clusters or branches of 
five kingdoms, is zoologically discover- 
able in their representation as the ten 
horns of the Wild Beast, because how- 
ever many antlers or horns a horned 
animal like a stag may have, there are 
generally two main branches or stems, 
one springing out of the left side, an«l 
the other from the right side of its 
head, and each of these two main 
branches afterwards forms itself into 
several smaller branches or horns.Thus 
presumably the wild beast would ap- 
pear with five horns springing out of 
each side of its head, representing the 
five Western kingdoms and the five 
Eastern kingdoms.” 


Spain was, of course, a part of old 
Rome. For this reason, prophetical 
students, before and since the time of 
Baxter, have always been careful to 
make provision for this nation within 
the confines of the revived Empire. 


We read further in Baxter’s third 
“Wonder”: “Spain must have Portu- 
gal annexed to it, so as conjointly to 
form but ‘one kingdom; otherwise there 
would be more than five kingdoms in 
the ._Western Roman Empire. This 
same reason necessitates the addition 
of so much territory to France. Spain 
also may have part of Morocco.” 


History of Spain 

A bit of Spanish history is now in 
order: 

The third century B. C. found the 
Peninsula under the control of Carth- 
age, a country situated across the Med- 
iterranean Sea from Italy. 

After the war between the Carthag- 


ians and the Romans, in which the for- 
mer lost the island of Sicily, Carthage 
pushed west along the rim of northern 
Africa, crossed at Gibraltar, and gained 
control of what is now Spain. Their 
armies dreamed of coming down upon 
Rome from the north. 


The Peninsula furnished thousands 
of recruits and vast mineral deposits. 
But the Carthagians were foiled in 
their attempt, and Rome began her 
long period of military expansion to- 
ward the north, east, south, and west, 
which was destined to bring the entire 
civilized world into subjection. 


In discussing the beast which re- 
presents Rome in the book of Daniel, 
the prophet pictured it as a_ hideous 
monstrosity “dreadful and terrible, and 
strong exceedingly; and it had great 
iron teeth; it devoured and brake in 
pieces.” This description certainly fits 
the advance of Rome’s armies under 
the Caesars. 


A decisive battle was fought in 201 
B. C. and the Peninsula was officially 
added to the Roman Empire. 


Originally, the territory now known 
as both Spain and Portugal was divid- 
ed across the middle, into northern and 
southern provinces. Both divisions 
were sent yearly governors from the 
city of Rome. Julius Caesar occupied 
one of these offices in the year 61 B. C. 


Plenty of soldiers were always kept 
at Gibraltar because the famous Rock 
was regarded as a strategic point in an- 
cient times, the same as it is today. 


Spain has an illustrous Roman herit- 
age. Even before the birth of Christ, 
its speech, government, literature, pa- 
gan religion and gods, were all Roman. 


Under Tiberius Caesar the country 
was reorganized and divided into three 
provinces. Caesar Augustus accelerat- 
ed the Romanization of the land by 
establishing in it many new municipal- 
ities. 

Extensive Roman ruins have been 
excavated during recent years. These 
tell a mute story of a glorious past. 

Much of Rome’s iron, copper, silver, 
lead, tin and olive-oil came from this 
part of the Empire. The two Roman 
emperors Trajan and Hadrian were 
born in Spain. 

Roman culture predominated until 
the fourth and fifth centuries when a 
rapid decline is to be observed in the 
pages of history. An extended period

on earth today, he would see 
that several of his prophecies 
have already been fulfilled, and 
that others are now in process 
of fulfillment.

France to live in exile; and finally the 
setting up of the present Communist 
government directed by the internation- 
al Jewish leaders of Moscow—the gov- 
ernment which is now in process of be- 
ing overthrown. 


Indeed, Spain has climbed a long, 
bloody ladder! 


Alfonso and Fascism 


The events of the last five years 
have culminated in the present struggle 
between the two international forces— 
Communism and Fascism. 


In the daily press, the Communists 
are being called “Loyalists” while the 
Fascists are designated “Rebels”. Fasc- 
ism is Roman. Communism is Jewish. 
These two systems constitute the iron 
and clay in the feet of Daniel’s prophe- 
tic image. 

(All through the Bible, the Jews are 
symbolized as a clay people. They are 
an earthly nation, described as “dust 
of the ground”, “sand by the sea 
shore”, “miry clay”, etc.) 


Mussolini regards himself as a man 
of destiny, born for the one supreme 
purpose of restoring ancient Rome to 
its original power and glory. He is the 
creator of Kascism, a program which 
is clearly animated by the spirit of 
Daniel’s fourth beast. 

King Alfonso, though in exile, is 
known to be lending his support to the 
Fascists who are now attacking Mad- 
rid. On August 26th, a letter of his 
was published in which he wrote the 
rebel leaders as follows: “Victory is 
ours! You can count on me for any 
assistance you need.” 

At the time of his departure from 
Spain five years ago, he said: “I will 
never abandon my throne! I may die 
fighting, but I will die a king!” 

No one doubts Alfonso’s willingness 
to bring Spain under the wing of Mus- 
solini if an opportunity ever presents 
itself. 

As early as November 1923 he prais- 
ed Fascism on a visit to Rome. Speak- 
ing to Mussolini’s chief aviator Italo 
Balbo, he said: “I admire Fascismo. 
You are happy here in being so near 
the end of your labors. We are just 
beginning.” 

The development of the Roman spirit 
in Spain was temporarily retarded by 
the removal of Alfonso and the coming 
of the present Communist regime, but 
from all indications the Red detour is 
rapidly coming to an end. 
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Mussolini is behind the Spanish Fas- 
cists. Moscow is behind the Spanish 
Communists. 


Bela Kun 


Bela Kun, whose real Jewish name is 
Cohen, is known to be the guiding 
spirit maneuvering the present Com- 
munist program in Spain. 


It will be recalled that this monster 
of iniquity was responsible for the 
massacre of thousands of Gentiles in 
Hungary a few years ago, when he 
used exactly the same “common front” 
political tactics there, that Leon Blum, 
the Jewish Premier of France, is now 
using. 

For weeks the brutal Kun has been 
playing back and forth between France 
and Spain, forging the chains of Jew- 
ish control, with ever increasing severi- 
ty, upon the millions of non-Jews who 
find themselves helpless and at his 
mercy. 

Mr. Clarence P. Oakes, the interna- 
tional news-gatherer, writes from 
Spain: “Mobs carrying red flags and 
singing the Communist Internationale 
marched on churches and convents. 
Spanish Catholics who tried to defend 
church property were labeled ‘Fascist’, 
arrested and taken off to jail by police 
of the common front government, and 
the mobs allowed to burn the churches. 


“Bela Kun, who had once turned the 
trick in Hungary, came on from Mos- 
cow to try to swing the common front 
government into a Communist dicta- 
torship. Solidarity with the Commun- 
ist International was proclaimed on a 
recent Sunday afternoon in a Madrid 
bull ring, and the names of organiza- 
tions and publications that had been for 
several years subsidized by Moscow 
were made public, together with the 
amounts of monthly payments. Dis- 
satisfied with the speed with which the 
government was confiscating and divid- 
ing up property, Communist mobs took 
matters into their own hands. Violence 
increased apparently with government 
encouragement. 


“One refugee told me of the illegal 
seizure of cars by marauding bands, his 
own being brusquely taken by three 
Communist youths of about fifteen 
years of age. Cars roving the streets 
with rifles sticking out every opening 
gave the effect of porcupines. As he 
fled with only two handbags, leaving 
his home to be burned, foreigners were 
being ruthlessly shot by lawless bands 
with red banners, claiming to represent 
the government. Four friends who 
were unable to get aboard the Italian 
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transport that brought him to safety 
were killed by Communists as they de- 
jectedly left the dock. Jewish Com- 
munist refugees from Germany have 
been wreaking vengeance on Germans 
living in Spain.” 


Jewish Control at the Top 


On July 29, 1936 the New York 
American carried the following signifi- 
cant statement, except for the fact that 
the information in parentheses did not 
appear in the editorial: ‘Under the 
Communist program, a violent swing to 
the Left in America will produce auto- 
matically and necessarily the horrors 
that exist today in Spain (under Az- 
ana’s rule, whom R. E. Edmondson 
says is a Jew); the same horrors that 
now threaten France (under the Jew 
Blum); the violence and infamies of tie 
Bela Kun Regime (Jewish) in Hun- 
gary, and the Lenin-Trotsky (Jewish) 
rule of Russia.” 


During all the Gentile misery and 
bloodshed in Spain the last few 
weeks, the Jewish government of 
France has proceeded with characteris- 
tic Communistie duplicity by publicly 
advocating neutrality, while secretly 
cooperating with the Spanish Red 
forces. 


On one of the very days when Blum 
was preaching neutrality the loudest, 
trying to get other countries to with- 
draw from the Spanish situation, a 
news dispatch from Paris said: ‘The 
French government, which has been re- 
ported sending war planes to the Span- 
ish government for use in quelling the 
army revolt, has placed under arrest 
four British planes it is understood 
were intended for use by the Spanish 
rebels. 


“Soviet radio stations in Russia were 
addressing broadcasts to the Reds in 
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Spain, advising them of military tactics 
to be pursued in fighting insurgents.” 


THEN, AS IF TO MAKE THE 
RING OF INTERNATIONAL CON- 
TROL COMPLETE, AT THE TOP, 
ROOSEVELT SUDDENLY TRANS- 
FERRED HIS JEWISH AMBASSA- 
DOR W. C. BULLIT FROM MOSCOW 
TO PARIS. It will be recalled that 
Bullit was a warm, personal friend of 
Nikolai Lenin, the late syphilitic dic- 
tator of Russia. 


At the same time, Moscow sent a 
new Jewish Ambassador to Madrid, by 
the name of Marcel Rosenberg. This 
act of flaunting one of their emissaries 
in the face of Italy and Germany, 
created a major stir and caused the 
United Press to put the following re- 
port on the wires from Lisbon: 


“Russia provided a sensation in Ku- 
ropean affairs by sending an ambassa- 
dor to Madrid thereby recognizing the 
loyalists as rulers of Spain instead of 
the rebels. 


“The Madrid government announced 
the arrival of Marcel Rosenberg, Rus- 
sia’s first ambassador to Spain since 
the World war. 


“It was regarded an important diplo- 
matic development at a time when oth- 
er countries are emptying their embas- 
sies and some even closing them. 


“Rosenberg’s arrival at the seat of 
the loyalist’s government may precipi- 
tate an international crisis it was fear- 

. Germany and Italy are eager to 
take sides and England watching to 
prevent a complication that might 
throw the continent into conflict.” 


The further fact that Moscow an- 
nounced a collection of $2,400,000 had 
just been taken up among Russian 
workers and sent to Spain, left no 
doubt but what they intended to per- 
manently annex the Country as a 
branch of the Soviet Union. 


August 20th saw thirty railway _car- 
loads of war materials pull out of Mex- 
ico City for shipment to the Reds of 
Spain, supplied by the Mexican Com- 
munist government. 


And from Paris comes word through 
the Associated Press and Jewish Tele- 
graph Agency, that: “International 
Jewry is definitely siding with the 
Spanish government.” 

The attitude of the various nations 
in advocating “hands off”, while each 
seeks to advance its own interests in 
Spain, reminds us of Daniel 11:27, 
“THEY SHALL SPEAK LIES AT 
ONE TABLE.” 


Trotzky’s Old Tricks 


As these words are written, public 
attention is focused upon Leon Trotzky, 
who is enjoying asylum in Oslo, Nor- 
way. 

Trotzky’s true Jewish name is Bron- 
stein. He is beyond question the most 
brilliant and capable leader of the re- 
volutionary movement in the world, re- 
gardless that he is aging. Under the 
guise of being estranged from the lead- 
ers in Moscow, he is allowed to travel 
from country to country, fomenting 
trouble. 

He spent a long time in France, 
organizing behind the scenes, paving 
the way for Blum’s rise to power. Fin- 
ishing his work, he moved on to other 
fields. 





An alleged “trial” was held in Mos- 
cow this month, after which several 
Red leaders were convicted and sen- 
tenced to die, on the pretext of carry- 
ing out Trotzky’s instructions in plan- 
ning for the assassination of Stalin. 


There are several reasons for sup- 
posing that the whole “show” was a 
farce. No one saw the victims executed. 
No one saw their bodies after they 
were supposed to have been executed. 
No government announcement was 
made that they had been executed. 


It is probable that all of them will 
change their names, as well as their 
physical appearance, and spend the re- 
mainder of their days in luxury, prob- 
ably serving the Soviet government in 
some other part of ihe world. 


Meanwhile, the public is fooled into 
believing that Trotzky is no longer a 
conspirator, working under the direc- 
tion of the Third International. 


While all this was going on, it was 
humorous to read Associated Press re- 
ports referring to him as a “RUSSIAN 
Bolshevist”. 


Had newspaper editors published the 
truth about him being a Jew, who was 
sent to Russia from the United States, 
financed by a Jewish banking concern 
in Wall Street, to set fire to the Czar’s 
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government—THEY WOULD HAVE 
BEEN CHARGED WITH ANTI- 
SEMITISM AND ACCUSED OF TRY- 
ING TO START A POGROM. 


Bernard J. Brown, a Jew, says in his 
book “From Pharaoh to Hitler”: “Jews 
have muzzled the non-Jew press to the 
extent that American newspapers ab- 
stain from pointing out that any person 
unfavorably referred to is a Jew.”

N the fall of 1935 I visited 
Yellowstone National Park. It 
is a veritable paradise. 


There are beautiful streams, water- 
falls, lakes, hot springs, and geysers 
spouting water into the air sometimes 
several hundreds of feet. Birds of all 
kinds chant merrily. Wild animals run 
at large. There are several hundred 
bears in the park. Deer and elk are a 
common sight. 


One of the rangers said to me, “We 
are going to have one of the coldest 
winters in history.” I said, “How do you 
know?” He said, “The fur of the bears 
is thicker than it has been for years 
and that is a sure sign of a severe win- 
ter.” 

It is now a matter of record that the 
winter of 1935-36 was one of the coldest 
in history and probably the coldest on 
record. 


The question is, “How did the bears 
know that we were going to have a cold 
winter? And if they knew it, how could 
they make their fur grow thicker?” 
Some of you bald-headed men—can you 
by taking thought, make your hair 
grow?

66 AND the dragon gave him his 
power, and his szat, and 
great authority.”—Rev. 13:2. 


Dragon: Symbol of Satan, or mysti- 
gigantic force di- 
rected with craft and malignity, of 
which the fcur-footed serpent is the 
natural symbol. 


The dragon is either the national em- 
blem or the symbol of deity in Japan, 
China, and several other eastern coun- 
tries. Fossil remains prove the exis- 
tence of prehistoric species of monster 
saurian; and living specimen undoubt- 
edly survived the cataclysmic ending of 
the former cycle. 


Certain geological findings disclose 
that while the dinosaur (or dragon) 
was not the largest specie of prehistoric 
times, it was the most formidable in 
combat. It cast a spell which paralyzed 
its adversary. 


Prophecy in both the Old and New 
Testament declares that power of a 
special nature will be imparted to a 
person representing a world system at 
the close of the present cycle of six 
well-defined dispensations.

He saw the succeed- 
ing empires of Medo-Persia, Greece and 
Rome rise and fall in turn. 


He gave a concise but detailed fore- 
cast of events leading from the fall of 
Rome as a world power until there 
should “stand a vile person, to whom 
they shall not give the honor of the 
Kingdom; but he shall come in peaceab- 
ly, and obtain the kingdom by flat- 
teries.”—Dan. 11:21. 


“And the king shall do according to 
his will; and he shall exalt himself, and 
magnify himself above every god, and 
shall speak marvellous things against 
the God of gods, and shall prosper till 
the indignation be accomplished: for 
that that is determined shall be done.” 
—Dan. 11:36. 


Literal Babylon of old was the pride 
of the non-Covenant people of the 
world; so the seed of human exaltation 
remains to be revived with consummate 
vanity, at this age-ending, in a charac- 
ter so striking that none need fail to 
identify him as Daniel’s “Man of 
Destiny”. 

He will be able to do what no other 
man has done — co-ordinate under one 
uniform system all peoples and nations 
and tongues, and to deceive all that 
have failed to orient themselves in con- 
formity to the commandments of Jesus 
Christ. This superman and his system 
will constitute the restored Roman Em- 
pire. 

With Abyssinia (or Ethiopia) and 
Lybia in the grasp of Italy, we may 
well ask, are we witnessing the closing 
scenes cf Daniel 11:21, 40, and the be- 
ginning of the tragic events recited 
from the fortieth verse to the end of 
the chapter?

the Italian commonwealth, thus bene- 
fitting the peoples of Abyssinia as well 
as the peoples of Italy. 


But the value and importance of 
Italy’s conquest in Ethiopia is not enly 
in her utilization of Abyssinia’s vast 
stores of latent wealth, but in the con- 
trol of the waters which are the chief 
source of irrigation for Soudan and 
Egypt. 

Lake Tsana, the sacred lake of Abys- 
sinia, supplies water which carries fer- 
tilizing elements into the Nile, sustain- 
ing the life of millions in Soudan and 
Egypt. 

The veiled threat of Mussolini that 
he might divert the waters of Lake 
Tsana toward Eritria could not be 
ignored by England; it would constitute 
a grave menace to Soudan and Egypt 
more to be feared than any form of 
colonial conflict that might result from 
Mussolini’s adventure in Abyssinia. 


On Easter day, when the Italian 
colors were raised on Mussolini Peak” 
dominating Lake Tsana, a speech was 
read by a secretary of the Fascista who 
declared: “Today, on the warlike Easter 
of the 14th year of the Fascista era, 
the Italian tricolor flies in the name of 
the King and of the Duce on the high- 
est peak of Gorgora on Lake Tsana.

materializing” his “voicings and will” 
into living organisms. The reactions of 
the mass mind becomes the sum of his 
power over which his spirit reigns and 
exults. The system of contro] is both 
inspirational and premeditative, since 
his intellect and emotions are stimulat- 
ed by an unseen intelligence — the 
“god of this world.” 


The faculty of prescience resides in 
the fallen Archangel Lucifer, who is 
no less than Satan the sinister intelli- 
gence exercising Dragon-power over 
this world. Multitudes serve him, be- 
lieving him to be the God of Heaven, 
the Creator of the universe. “In whom 
the god of this world hath blinded the 
minds of them which believe not, lest 
the light of the glorious gospel of 
Christ who is the image of God, should 
shine unto them.” II Cor. 4:4. 


Multitudes believe the Bible with the 
mind, but they have not been delivered 
from the realm of darkness and “trans- 
lated into the kingdom of His dear 
Son.” They deem that mental acquies- 
cence coupled with good works secure 
the favor of God, thus failing in the 
first essential prerequisite, the regene- 
ration of the soul. In this state they 
fall prey to a counterfeit experience, 
and are led to a confession of faith of 
mere psychic origin. 
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The god of this world is now incar- 
nating himself in a world dictator, us- 
ing exactly the same processes as are 
everywhere so extensively practiced by 
the psycho-scientists me meta-physi- 
cians — a process of pantheistic sug- 
gestion. This was the doctrine of im- 
perial Rome, that the universe, taken as 
a whole with its cosmic forces, is God, 
and that the worship of all gods and 
of different cults and peoples was com- 
mendable. 


Satan will enter into a triad of world 
celebrities forming the final phase of 
Antichrist consolidation of world domi- 
nion. Thus the religious, the political, 
the fraternal will be coerced under one 
autocratic head. The supreme head will 
be Satan incarnated at this juncture 
when his seat is transferred from the 
aerial heavens to the earth. 


Let us no longer wonder from whence 
Mussolini derives his driving force. He 
is not such a personage as to be re- 
tarded in his achievements by the 
world’s opinion. 


When force is made to implement the 
acquisition of territory rightfully pos- 
sessed by another nation, there can be 
no moral justification of the act. Mus- 
solini has given an example of lawless- 
ness on a gigantic scale. Behind his 
determined declarations of intentions 
lies the dream of reviving and extend- 
ing the Roman empire and becoming 
the ruler of Mediterranean countries, 
as well as those countries forming the 
hinterland of the Near East and 
Northern Africa. 


During the past month there has 
been rapidly growing admiration for 
Mussolini in Arab countries, and thous- 
ands are ready to hail him as the Sav- 
iour of those who are oppressed. 


However, if Italy moves toward the 
Holy Lard it is bound to be the signal 
for “Gog” or the Russian Jew-control- 
led coalition to move their vast armies 
down from their 800 miles of waiting 
line in the frontiers of the Caucasus. 
Prophetic students will then open their 
Bible to the 38th chapter of Ezekiel. 


On the 10th of June, 1935, Mussolini 
informed the world that “It is Italy’s 
supreme will to suffer no imposition 
from any quarter. We will imitate to 
the letter those who presume to be 
our schoolmasters. They have shown 
that when it was necessary to create or 
defend an empire, they did not take 
into consideration at all the opinions of 
the world. We have old and new ac- 
counts to settle, and we will settle 
them.” 


At a military review in Rome on 
July 16th, 1934, the Roman Superman 
emphasized his ambitions for imperial 
dominion. He was inspired by an un- 
surpassed eloquence that thrilled even 
his opposers, many of whom in _ the 
United States were listening to the 
broadcast. 


He said: “We stand before the Coli- 
seum, the Arch of Constantine, and the 
Temple of Venus, which speak of the 
Greater Rome which has dominated the 
world by her armies and her laws, and 
there is nothing to prevent us from be- 
lieving that what was our destiny 
yesterday may still be our destiny to- 
morrow.” 


Of this latter-day superman Daniel 
says: 


“Neither shall he regard the God of 
his fathers,” (Dan. 11:37) for the rea- 
son that Mussolini has been for years 
under the tuition of mentors who are 
en rapport with entities of the invisible 
realm, the prophetic description precise- 
ly fits him. 


The realm of evil forces is governed 
by Apollyon “the destroyer”, (Rev. 9: 
11) who is identical with Asmodeus the 
“evil angel” of wonders and plagues 
who worked through Pharaoh and the 
Egyptian magicians at the time when 
Moses sought to deliver the Children 
of Israel from bondage in Egypt. 


“But in his estate (as politically seg- 
regated from the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy) shall he honor the god of 
forces,” (Dan. 11:38). Mussolini does 
honor by giving place to occult proces- 
ses which direct in the utilization of 
the material and cosmic forces, for the 
destruction of all that may oppose on 
the one hand, and for materialization 
of tremendous benefits on the other. 


Already vast wealth has been ex- 
pended in capitalizing mystical and 
scientific formulas that would contri- 
bute solidarity and force to his ambi- 
tions. These represent not only the 
force of the munitions of war, but 
subtle mechanisms for harnessing the 
cosmic forces, and for utilizing the 
secrets of the power of the mind over 
matter. This latter will be carried to 
such an extent that miraculous signs 
and wonders may be wrought. 


“Thus shall he do in the most strong 
holds with a STRANGE GOD (the god 
of forces, or the god directing materiai, 
cosmic and mental forces for evil pur- 
poses) whom he shall acknowledge and 
increase with glory; (Dan. 11:39). “He 
shall enter also the glorious land, and 
many countries shall be overthrown.” 
Dan. 11:41). 


Nearly the entire population of 
Eastern countries realize that Mussoli- 
ni designs to maneuver his chess-like 
political and military movements till 
he obtains control of the Holy Land — 
end that includes, Palestine, Syria, Le- 
banon and Transjordania. Already his 
agents are actively engaged in subver- 
sive operations in the countries men- 
tioned in Daniel 11:41, 42. “He shall 
stretch forth his hand upon the count- 
ries (an extensive campaign of con- 
quest); and the land of Egypt shall not 
escape.” 


Aided by Great Britain, Egypt has 
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made extensive preparations for de- 
fense. Notwithstanding every provision 
being made in view of a possible inva- 
sion of Italian forces, Near East count- 
ries have trembled over the disastrous 
results that might accrue from Italy 
invading either Egypt or Anglo-Egyp- 
tian Soudan, being handicapped as they 
are by extra long stretches of bounda- 
ries in desert regions, both in the east 
and west. 


“But he shall have power over the 
treasures of gold and silver, and over 
all the precious things of Egypt; and 
the Libyans and Ethiopians shall be at 
his steps.” Dan. 11:43. 


What will be the consequences to 
Great Britain, or rather the British 
Empire, if the direct water route to 
India, the Suez Canal, is wrenched from 


the sphere of neutral control? 


Will Mussolini’s assumptions, his ad- 
vertised intentions, be successfully con- 
tested, if he attempts his second ad- 
venture in Egypt and Anglo-Egyptian 
Soudan. The answer to these questions 
are for the tomorrow of the immediate 
future. To be “at the steps” of some- 
one means to be subject to or vassals 
of that one, as Libya and Ethiopia are 
to Mussolini today. 

The world is asking, How could Mus- 
solini do it? The answer of one of his 
mentors was “consult the stars.” This 
refers to the fact that the Dictator is 
also an astrologer. 

But the inference of prophecy is too 
plain to be misunderstood. And the 
Bible is the Book that we need most to 
consult! 








LI My Visit To Germany

WE left Paris on Wednesday 

night, July 8th for Berlin, 
Germany. Crossing Belgium dur- 
ing the night, we arrived at the 
German border Thursday morn- 
ing. 


And now it falls to my lot to write 
about the New Germany, not the Ger- 
many I had seen in 1924 and 1929, but 
the Germany of Adolph Hitler. And 
what I have to say will be ‘favorably 
received by some and rejected by oth- 
ers. But if anyone doubts my state- 
ments, all he has to do is to visit Ger- 
many for himself and he will find what 
I have found, for seeing is believing. 


All the world is interested in Ger- 
many. Everywhere people are asking 
questions about conditions under Hitler. 
What is the answer? Let me be fair. 
But at the same time let me be im- 
partial in my judgment. I write only 
of what I know. 


During my stay in Berlin I preached 
twice. I conferred with Christian lead- 
ers. Germans who had lived in Ger- 
many from the days of the Kaiser to 
the present, freely talked to me of the 
New Germany. Gladly and without 
hesitation they answered all my ques- 
tions. I was able to get inside infor- 
mation. They were not afraid to talk 
for they knew me personally. In fact, 
some of them had known me for twelve 
years, and they knew they could trust 
me. For hours we conferred together. 


Saved From Bolshevism 


No where in Europe did I feel as safe 
as in Germany. No one at any time 
sought to molest me. In Spain I tremb- 
led. In France the air was full of un- 
certainty. But in Germany there was 
no alarm. I felt secure. Fear is a 
thing of the past. Confidence has been 
restored. 
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Everywhere I found an awakened 
people, a people full of optimism and 
hope. Their faces fairly shone. They 
greet you with a smile. There are no 
signs of discouragement. It is the 
difference between slavery and free- 
dom. They are most polite. Conduc- 
tors, train-officials, waitresses, hotel- 
men,—everybody took pains to be pleas- 
ant and courteous. Talk about opti- 
mism,—I thought I knew the meaning 
of the word. But here in Germany I 
have witnessed a practical manifesta- 
tion of optimism the like of which I 
have never seen before. Germany has 
awakened. 


What, you ask, is the real attitude 
of the German people toward Hitler? 
There is but one answer. They love 
him. Yes, from the highest to the 
lowest, children and parents, old and 
young alike—they love their new lead- 
er. Their confidence in him cannot be 
shaken. They trust him to a man. 


“What about your elections?” I 
asked. “You have no choice. It is Hit- 
ler or no one. There is no opponent.” 
“We don’t want another party,” they 
replied, with indignation. ‘We have 
had enough of parties. We want a 
true leader, a man who loves us, and 
works for our good. We are satisfied 
with Hitler.” And that feeling exists 
everywhere. Every true Christian is 
for Hitler. I know, for it was from the 
Christians I got most of my informa- 
tion, and right or wrong, they endorse 
Adolph Hitler. 


They do not like all the “Little Hit- 
lers,” as they call them, the men serv- 
ing under him. Many of them do not 
have their Leader’s spirit at all. And 
of course Hitler cannot personally at- 
tend to everything. He must of neces- 
sity leave much to those under him. 


To understand the present situation, 
as my German friends pointed out to 
me, one must needs know something 
of the past. The outside world does 
not realize the depths to which Ger- 
many had sunk in 1982, the year before 
Hitler came on the scene. 

It was bad enough when I was last 
in Germany. That was in 1929. But 
by 1982 the situation had become des- 
perate. Immorality had gripped the en- 


tire nation. More than seven millions, 
one tenth of the entire population, were 
cut of work. It was not safe to be on 
the streets after dark. People, fam- 
ished by hunger, became a menace to 
everyone. Male prostitutes openly soli- 
cited in the cafes’ and dance _ halls. 
Women, nude and unashamed entertain- 
ed their melancholy audiences. 


The Bolshevicks were preparing +o 
take over the country. When their offic- 
es were raided, lists of the pastors of 
Berlin were found, marked for death. 
There was no hope, no future. Ger- 
many was doomed. 

Then came Hitler, and just in time. 
Two days later, and Communism would 
have been in complete control. Now all 
is changed. All is different. It is Ger- 
man freedom instead of Soviet slavery. 
Hitler has saved Germany. He has put 
new hope into the _hearts of seventy 
million people.

to begin with, there are today only 
a little more than one million still un- 
employed. That is an achievement in 
itself. To travel through Germany is 
to realize that everybody is busy. 


Families are being placed on the 
land. Old street cars have been set 
down there and there in which they 
live during the summer months. We 
saw them everywhere. They are most 
picturesque. Flowers are grown around 
them. Beautiful gardens, filled with 
vegetables, are to be seen on every side. 
The people are contented and happy. 
I listened, spellbound, as the workers 
told me of the joy experienced because 
of work. 


The crops in Germany are simply 
wonderful. If nothing happens there 
will be an abundant harvest. I have not 
seen such grain for years. The smile 
of heaven seems to be on the land. 


Unemployed and relief had almost 
ruined the morale of the country. 
Young men and women, because of 
idleness, became a prey and a menace, 
but work has changed all that. For 
now everyone has to work. No young 
woman can go to the University until 


she has spent six months taking care, 


of a poor family. She is sent to a 
home. There she washes and cooks. 
Only then may she pursue her educa- 
tion. She must know how to keep 
house, and that from practical exper- 
ience. 


With the young men it is the same. 
For six months they must do manual 
labor, helping somewhere, either in 
road construction or on the farm, or 
reclaiming the land. Thousands of 
them work in the homes of the poor, 
scrubbing floors, washing dishes, cook- 
ing food, in order that they may know 
the meaning of toil. Only then are 
they allowed to enter the University. 
Thus idleness is a thing of the past. 
All must work. There is no time for 
Gissipation. 

They have a saying in Germany now, 
—‘“Strength through Joy.” And they 
mean the joy of work. In other words, 
they argue that joy brings health and 
strength. They speak continually of 
“the Nobility of Labor.” 


Hitler knows well the value of holi- 
days, and he has made abundant pro- 
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vision. For again it is “Strength 
through Joy.” It is now possible for 
all to have a vacation, the poor as well 
as the rich. For instance, an office 
girl can spend her vacation in Norway 
at a transportation cost of only fifty 
marks, about thirteen dollars. They 
told me that when the old men, miners, 
saw the sea for the first time in their 
lives they actually wept for joy. 


When families travel together the 
one in charge pays full fare, the next, 
half, the third a quarter, and the rest 
nothing at all. 


To all who marry the state advances 
a thousand marks if needed. The un- 
married, both men and women, have to 
pay a special tax for being single. Nor 
are there any complaints. The ideal 
family consists of four children. All 
girls are trained to be mothers. 


Mass Immorality Corrected 


Before the days of Hitler, women, 
like the women of the United States, 
used paint and lip-stick. “We don’t 
need these things,” declared their new 
leaders, and cosmetic firms had_ to 
close for lack of trade. In all my 
travels through Germany I never saw 
a German girl with artificial color on 
her face or lips. And oh, how fresh 
and natural they looked! How much 
more attractive! 


Before Hitler’s days, Spiritism flour- 
ished. Almost every corner had its 
medium. Now occultism of every de- 
scription is banned. Hitler has enforc- 
ed the laws of Saul.  Spiritism was 
sending the people to the asylums. To- 
day it is no more. 


Russellism has also been banned as 
dangerous to the nation. And any one 
who knows Russellism, knows that it 
is a pernicious heresy. Judge Ruther- 
ford cannot propagate his pernicious 
doctrines in Germany. The Uniteci 
States and Canada could learn a valu- 
able lesson in this regard. 


A man by the name of Joseph Weis- 
senberg, who claimed to be the Holy 
Spirit incarnated, exercised a tremen- 
deus influence over vast numbers of 
Germans. He healed the sick. Then 
he inflicted diseases that the doctors 
could not cure. Finally his movement 
was investigated, and it was proven 
that he had violated the chastity of 
many of the young women of his or- 
ganization, and as a result he was put 
in jail. These are the things that are 
coming to light under Hitler’s govern- 
ment. 


I asked my German friends about 
the recent Nazi “purging” that had 
horrified the world. And to my amaze- 
ment I was told something that never 
got into our newspapers at all. The 
reason Hitler suddenly executed one in 
high authority, was not only because 
he was found guilty of treason. That 
in itself would have been sufficient 
cause in most countries. And, by the 
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way, had he not acted as he did, many 
thousands would have been slain in the 
rebellion that had been planned. But 
the real reason was because he had 
discovered, much to his grief, that his 
friend was a Sodomite. And that he 
had degraded many of the young sol- 
diers under his command. When Hitler 
heard that, he was furious. He could 
scarcely believe it, and did not at (first. 
But it was proven by witnesses. “The 
army must be a safe place,” he said, 
“for any mother to send her son.” No 
wonder the women of Germany almost 
worship their leader. 


Before Hitler came into power, Ger- 
many’s asylums were full. Multitudes 
of imbecile children were being cared 
for in institutions. These had to be 
kept by those able to work and pay 
taxes. One mother had nine such child- 
ren and each by a different man. A 
father brought his fifth imbecile child 
to be taken in. These in turn were 
becoming parents and bearing the same 
kind of children. Thus Germany was 
fast going insane. Then came the new 
laws. Sterilization was enforced, and 
row no longer can weak-minded, im- 
becile parents bring such children into 
the world. Hence Germany is destined 
to become a strong and healthy nation. 


Before the days of Hitler the papers 
and magazines were filled with adver- 
tisements of preventatives of all kinds. 
Young people travelling together read 
and discussed them freely, both sexes. 
They were the common topics of con- 
versation on the street cars, in the 
parks, and everywhere. Now they are 
gone.. Laws have been enacted against 
their use. Anyone caught advocating 
them is severely punished. Before they 
can be used even in medical circles or 
an abortion performed, the verdict of 
three doctors must be obtained. 


Filthy Priests and Nuns 


And now about the Roman Catholics 
and the Jews. First of all the Catho- 
lics. Why are many of them against 
Hitler? Why have their properties 
been raided, and many of them im- 
prisoned? Well, to begin with, the 
whole world knows that Rome believes 
in temporal as well as spiritual control, 
and that the Church comes first. But 
let me tell what I heard. In Germany 
everybody knows. The newspapers are 
full. And the Christian leaders to 
whom I talked vouched for what they 
said. I merely report: 


It is strictly forbidden to take more 
than ten marks out of Germany with- 
out permission. And yet it was dis- 
covered and proved that the Roman 
Catholic Church was. sending nuns 
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across the border all the time with 
large sums of money sewed in their 
dresses. On one was found 10,000 
marks. A single nun took out as much 
as twenty million marks over a period 
of a few months. To date no less than 
one hundred cases have been tried, and 
all found guilty. They go to jail con- 
sidering themselves martyrs for the 
Church. And this is what they said: 
“We must obey the laws of the Church 
first. We do not recognize the laws of 
the State.” No, Rome never changes. 
No wonder there is trouble. Can we 
blame the Government for its attitude? 
Germany needs her money and needs 
it badly. The Roman Catholic priests 
are deliberately breaking the laws and 
taking it out of the country. Hence 
they are prosecuted, and rightly so. 


But that is not all; they told me 
much more. The week I was in Berlin 
the papers were filled with accounts 
of the twenty-sixth case of the prac- 
tice of Sodomitism by priests and 
monks, especially in their homes and 
asylums for the weak minded. They 
belong to the Franciscian order. All 
have been severely punished. I suppose 
the only difference between Germany 
and other countries where Rome is 
allowed to conduct such institutions, is 
— in Germany the lid has been taken 
off. 


This very month (July) a nun bare 
a child, and it was definitely proven 
that the father was one of the boys in 
the institution of which she was in 
charge. But worse still, the boy was 
only thirteen years of age the first 
time he was seduced. She was sent to 
prison. 


For these reasons the Nazis are up 
in arms against the priests and nuns 
of the Roman Catholic Church. Hitler 
has nothing to say about Roman Cath- 
olicism as a religion. He himself is, 
by birth, a Roman Catholic. But he is 
against the political influence of the 
priests and the vile practices that have 
been proven against them. 


Jews and Bolshevism 


And now about the Jews. A single 
incident will clarify the situation. Last 
September the director of a Business 
College for girls was hailed into court. 
He was a Jew. Evidence was given 
by more than four hundred parents. 
They claimed that he had violated the 
chastity of their four hundred daugh- 
ters during the preceding ten years. 


The charges were carefully investi- 
gated one by one and proven to be true. 
The man was sentenced to ten years 
imprisonment. The case created such 
hatred in the hearts of the German 
people, of the community, against the 
Jews, that with one accord they raided 
their’ places of business, and many in- 
nocent had to suffer with the guilty. 


That, in part at least, illustrates the 
present attitude. Every time such a 
case was proved, sentiment broke loose 
against the unfortunate Jews. It is 
charged that most of the places of 
commercialized vice were run by Jews 
prior to the rise of Hitler, as is the case 
in America. I am sorry that the good 
Jews have had to suffer with the bad. 
But who can differentiate in an hour 
of mob rule and violence? Even Hit- 
ler could not restrain his followers. To- 
day there can be no mixed marriages. 
The government has enacted laws that 
make it difficult for the Jews. Yet 


there are still Jewish establishments 
all over Germany that carry on un- 
molested. 


It was conclusively proven that the 
Bolshevicks who organized and plan- 
ned the overthrow of the German Gov- 
ernment were nearly all Jews. But 
they were not all German Jews. Many 
were from the south of Europe who had 
crossed the border and entered Ger- 
many with the set determination of 
stirring up strife, murdering the clergy, 
and handing the country over to Mos- 
cow. 


Not for a moment would I say any- 
thing against the orthodox, God-fearing 
Jews. I would be the last to make their 
lot harder than it is, for I love them. 
But they have been betrayed by their 
renegade brethren who have become 
their worst enemies, and they know it 
not. 


“Palestine is grateful today for Hit- 
ler and the splendid type of German 


Jew he has sent.” So says a leading 
Zionist. “We do not want Jews from 
southern Europe,” he declares. “We 
want Jews from Germany and America. 
If a Hitler were to arise in America 
it would be a God-send to Palestine.” 


Revival of Spirituality 


And now I want to mention the most 
favorable sign of all. I refer to the 
spiritual awakening that is coming to 
the German people. 


Rev. M. Billester and I visited the 
Dom Cathedral in Berlin, the former 
Kaiser’s church. It is Lutheran, a mag- 
nificient edifice. It seats well over 
2000, and every Sunday now it is pack- 
ed to the doors. In fact, it is neces- 
sary to get there a full half hour ahead 
of time in order to get a seat. And the 
minister preaches the old-fashioned 
Gospel. He spares no one. And none

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interferes with Nin, Ste deals openly 
with sin and salvation, 


At the time of the election he 
called for a prayer meeting, and my 
Berlin friends attended. Not only was 
the vast euditorium packed; crowds on 
the outside were unable to get in. And 
it was on a week day and in the after- 
noon. But most amazing of all—one 
of the pastors, without a prayer book 
(a thing unknown) breaking out in a 
prayer of humiliation and confession, 
confessed the sins of the nation and 
called upon God to be merciful. And 
the people burst out sobbing, as a 
mighty tide of intercession swept over 
the entire audience. “As long as such 


preaching and praying as that contin- 
ues, Germany is safe,” exclaimed the 
Christian leaders who told me the story. 


And that, my friends, is the only 
thing that will save America and Eng- 
land. For we tface similar problems. 


Let us pray for Germany. I am con- 
vinced that this nation is bound to play 
an important part in the immediate 
future of Europe. France, I do not 
trust. France is Red, immoral and god- 
less. Germany is Protestant. It was 
from Germany that Luther came. There 
are signs of a growing friendship be- 
tween Germany and Great Britain. I 
am glad. If England and Germany 
stand together the present peace of 
Europe is assured. 








The Famous Mantle of Turin

HE personal appearance of 

Jesus has been a matter of 
speculation with the individual 
and the church from the second 
century A. D. Each age has left 
its idea of His appearance in- 
corporated in art. 


The Romans, of the late Empire, were 
fond of representing Him as a Roman, 
sturdy, energetic, yea, of the military 
type. The artists of the Middle Ages 
pictured Him as a “Man of sorrows,” a 
physical weakling, frail, anemic, down- 
cast in spirit, and “bearing the sins of 
the world” upon His stooped shoulders, 
fully aware of the load at all times. 


These artists were ever prone to re- 
present Him as unsocial, out of touch 
with humanity, out of sympathy with 
the joys of this world, even from a 
righteous point of view. 


The later centuries were ever anxi- 
ous to present Him as a docile, retiring, 
timid individual with an_ inferiority 
complex. They offered Him to the 
world as a man without determination, 
without the fire of personality, without 
the aspect of leadership, with that cast 
of countenance that can be found to- 
day in the real Orient, the “fatalistic” 
type, resigned to the tendency of fate, 
and with out the will power to alter the 
course of either human thought or 
events. 


Yet there never lived a man who did 
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so much of both as Jesus the Christ. 
He altered the thought of the world; 
He changed absolutely the course of 
human history; He placed new interpre- 
tation upon every phase of life; He 
dug a new channel for the flow and 
purpose of the thing which we call the 
course of events. 


I am asking whether a “milk-and- 
water man” could have accomplished 
such tremendous changes, and still, at 
the present, be the guiding influence 
of all the constructive forces that go to 
make up the complex system which we 
call life? 


The frail figure described above, 
given to us by Christians who were at 
the time passing through great suffer- 
ing, has no appeal for our day and 
generation. 


Was Washington a physical weak- 
ling? You know that America never 
produced a greater athlete. Modern 
athletes are still trying to do some of 
a “he he did, and to date they have 
ailed. 


Does it strike you that the Son of God 
could have been a physical weakling as 
represented by the artists of the Mid- 
dle Ages? 

His mother must have been the most 
perfect woman physically, mentally, 
and morally that God ever created, for 
it took Him several thousand years to 
produce a woman fit in every way to be 
the mother of His Son; otherwise, Jesus 
would have come into the world in some 
other manner than through the physical 
path, or the human way. 


Jesus, a Perfect Man 


If God was His direct Father, then 
there was perfection; if that be true, 
then, the mother must be perfect in 
every respect. Jesus later told His dis- 
ciples: “Be you therefore perfect even 
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as your Father which is in heaven is 
perfect.” Perfection is required by God. 


Put these ideas together. The result 
is that Jesus must have been a perfect 
Man physically, mentally, morally, and 
in every other respect. 


It would seem that the Roman idea 
of perfect physical manhood would 
come very near the truth. Of course, the 
Roman received his notion of physica! 
perfection from the Greek. For cen- 
turies the Athenians strove to produce 
the perfect man; not only perfect 
physically, but mentally; and came as 
near to it as is humanly possible. 


The Spartans tried to produce a hu- 
man military machine, and thus neg- 
lected the mental phase—the Spartan 
failed in his objective. The Athenian 
combined these elements and strove to 
perfect all factors that constitute a 
man—and succeeded. 


The Roman idea of perfection was 
modeled upon the Greek conception. 
The Romans attempted to surpass the 
Greeks by eliminating sentimentality; 
they also undertook to “harden” their 
religion, as it were, and thus made man 
more adamant—but they failed in that 
particular. 


Alleged Photographic Likeness 


Let us see if archaeology, and the 
discoveries made within the last 50 
years can throw any light upon the sub- 
ject. 


The first thing we find in that line 
is a mural in the catacombs beneath 
the city of Rome. Of course, this paint- 
ing was familiar to the school boy of 
many years ago. It was reproduced in 
all the texts of general history, and was 
a part of the standard equipment of all 
such books. 


This mural was called “The Shep- 
herd”, and, as many will remember, was 
represented'.a young beardless man 
carrying a lamb upon his shoulders. 
There was a great and wide dispute as 
to whether or not the artist wished his 
painting to pass as the actual picture 
of Jesus, or merely as symbolical. The 
consensus of scholarship favored the 
latter idea. But this mural remained 
for years the type outside the so-called 
“holy” representations. 


Hanging in the cathedral of Turin, | 
Italy, is an artifact that is puzzling in 
many respects. It does not belong to 
the Catholic church, but is the private 
property of the King of Italy, or rather 
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of his House, loaned to the church. This 
artifact is known to Christians and 
archaeologists as the Holy Shroud, or 
the Mantle of Turin. 


This shroud is a single woven piece 
of cloth 162 inches long by 52 inches 
wide. As it meets the eye today it is 
simply a darkish brown piece of cloth, 
and would not under ordinary circum- 
stances cause a visitor to give it a 
second glance. But if one knows a little 
of its past, or its implications, it be- 
comes a magnet to draw the observer 
closer. 


Its continuous history can be traced 
back to Lirey in the Diocese of Troyes 
to the year 1360. Back of that its 
history is lost in the mists of time. 
Archaeologists are forced to stop at 
that date. But tradition does not stop 
there. 


In 1453 it was at Chambery in Savoy. 
In 1532 it narrowly escaped destruction 
by fire; in 1578 it was placed in the 
cathedral at Turin where it has re- 


' mained to the present time. 


As it appears today, it is merely a 
linen cloth without marks of any sort 
visible to the naked eye. But when the 
camera is turned upon it a different 
story is told. 


The first picture of it was taken in 
1898, and the one who took it was more 
surprised than the photographer who 
accidently discovered the x-ray. In the 
first place the image was a negative. 
In the photographic negative the lights 
and shadows are natural, in the linen 
or positive print, they are inverted. 


Dr. Paul Vignon, in the year 1901, 
maintained that the “impression” was 
a vaporigraph, caused by emanations 
coming from the body of Christ, for 
here we are supposed to be dealing with 
the actual shroud in which Joseph of 
Aramathea and Nicodemus wrapped 
the body of Jesus upon the fatal Friday 
evening. He professed to produce such 
by experiment upon cloth impregnated 
with oil and aloes. The Doctor claims 
this to be a natural negative in full 
life size. 


Of course, this discovery produced 
great interest among scientists, Chris- 
tians and laymen, and by 1903 there 
had appeared more than 3,500 articles, 
books, and other treatises dealing with 
this famous artifact. 


Pertinent Scientific Facts 


Let us examine Dr. Vignon’s “vapori- 
graph” idea. He had to give a name to 
a new idea, or discovery, and he did it 
by compounding certain verbal factors. 


Very lately, comparatively, a new 
science has been developed that has 
made crime a dangerous occupation— 
the taking of finger prints left by the 
perpetrator. 


Not so long ago such a thing was im- 
possible because the usual print was not 
visible to the naked eye. You know the 
history of the development of this 
science, and I need not recall it here. 
But there is one phase of the progress 
made along this dine that is not general- 
ly known. 
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Dr. E. M. Hudson perfected a process 
to get latent prints from cloth, wood, 
metal, anything that has not a shiny 
or glossy surface. Time is not an ele- 
ment. Prints remain, we might say, 
forever. On cloth these prints cannot 
be removed by friction, such as brush- 
ing, rubbing, etc., because they have 
impregnated the cloth with something 
of the character of dye. : 


What causes the prints to remain up- 
on the substances mentioned above? 


The prints are possible because the 
body sweats and gives off oils and salt. 
Everything touched is branded with 
these substances. In the ratio there is 
more salt than oil, but enough oil to 
“set” the salt. P 


In the process of searching for latent 
prints on the material mentioned, light 
colored surfaces are treated with silver 
nitrate to develop the sweat traces. The 
nitrate develops the traces into silver 
chloride. When the result is exposed to 
the sunlight, the silver nitrate turns 
black, thus making a perfect pattern 
on a light surface. If the surface is 
dark in color, a calcium sulphide solu- 
tion produces a light pattern on the 
dark background. 


Now turn to Matthew 27:59, “And 
when Joseph had taken the body, he 


wrapped it in a clean linen cloth.” Also 
John 20:6, “Then cometh Simon Peter 
following him (the other disciple), 
and went into the sepulchre and seeth 
the linen clothes lie....” 


Buried in Garments of Joseph 


The camera reveals two images on 
the Shroud of Turin: (I) the face and 
entire front of a man, the head being 
in the center of the shroud; (2) the 
entire back of a man. 


The outline of the image is perfect, 
and complete. The height of the image 
in full is 5 feet and 10 inches. The nega- 
tive, or rather the positive of the 
camera reveals a beardless face, but the 
forehead marked with what might be 
called short gashes; the back shows 
lines that could have been made with 
the lashes of a “cat-of-nine-tails.” 


An anatomical estimate of the image, 
would give the weight of the man as 
cirea 180 pounds. 

According to the New Testament, 
the body of Jesus was wrapped by 
Joseph in a linen “cloth”, but the Greek 
word is sidon. The Hebrew equivalent 
is kho-resh, meaning “cover.” 


The sidon was sometimes cut in two 
—Turn To Page 20. 
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pieces, and later sewed together after 
one piece had been placed under the 
body, and the other over the corpse; 
sometimes it was one continuous web. 
The pieces were sewn with long, large 
stitches in order that the body might 
decay and not be confined very long 
within the shroud. 


But such was not the case with those 
of the wealthier class—they strove to 
get away from the customs of the com- 
mon people; they used the web without 
cutting it. The burial of Jesus was a 
hurried one, and merely temporary in 
the mind of those who so quickly en- 
shrouded Him. The shroud belonged to 
Joseph, and undoubtedly was one he in- 
tended to use for his own. He had al- 
ready carved his tomb in his garden, 
according to the record. 


If he had done all that, is it not rea- 
sonable to suppose that he had also 
made all other necessary provisions, 
even to the shroud? Jesus, a close 
friend of Joseph, needed the articles. 
Why should not Joseph have used them 
on his friend. Common reason says that 
he did that very thing. 


According to the record, Jesus had 
endured extreme physical strain for not 
less than 48 hours. He had undergone 
what only one man out of ten ever sur- 
vived—the Roman scourging. He had 
suffered for hours the most awful 
physical agony ever inflicted upon hu- 
man beings—crucifixion. Can the condi- 
tion of that body be imagined, when 
taken from the cross and wrapped in 
that clean linen shroud! 


Preserving the Mantle 


We do not need to invent a new word 
to express the idea, “vaporigraph”, and 
thus imply a sort of miracle in that the 
body of Jesus left a peculiar mark. 
Chemistry has eliminated any such 
hypothesis. If we could find any ma- 
terial, as mentioned above, which was 
actually known to have been touched 
by Jesus, His finger prints could be 
gotten even after these nearly two 
thousand years. Chemists now know 
this to be a fact. 


Peter and John (for John was “the 
other disciple”) saw the cloth lying in 
the tomb. Is it reasonable to suppose 
that they did not take this cloth away 
with them, and treasure it? 


Peter took the cup of the Last Sup- 
per with him when he fled to Antioch. 
Is it not reasonable to suppose that he 
took the other precious relicf with him 
in his flight? I am merely asking the 
question! 
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The objection might be raised that 
linen cloth could not survive for 2,000 
years. Let us examine that objection 
for a moment. 


The now famous Pharaoh, Tut-Ankh- 
Amen died circa 1375 B. C. yet, as is 
well known, all his clots were intact 
when the tomb was opened and the 
mummy found. Exposure to the air did 
not deteriorate them. Those cloths are 
at least 3,375 years old. They are not in 
pieces; they are not brittle, ready to 
fall apart, but in the state they were, 
when placed upon the Pharaoh. 


King Tut’s raiment is very modern, 
so far as years are concerned. He 
reigned yesterday, as it were. How 
about the articles. found by Petrie in 
the tomb of Mena, tie first king of a 
united Egypt? Mena ruled not less than 
two thousand years before King Tut, or 
in other words, as many years before 
Tut as from the time of Jesus to the 
present date. All that is child play in 
comparison with other articles. 


There were a Pre-Dynastic people in 
Egypt in no way related to the 
Dynastic Egyptian, a blonde people 
with red hair, whom the Dynastic 
Egyptians conquered. In the tombs and 
graves of these people have been found 
cloth in which the dead had-been wrap- 
ped. The bodies, in many cases had dis- 
appeared, but the cloth remained intact. 
How old is such cloth? Your guess is 
just as authoritative as mine. I have no 
suggestion to offer in the matter of 
years. 

Would it be possible for the shroud 
of Jesus to survive 2,000 years, if for 
the first 50 years it was in the posses- 
sion of those who cherished it above all 
earthly possessions? John lived to the 
beginning of the second century; 
Ignatius, the last living man to know 
Jesus personally, died in the arena in 


October 117 A. D.; James the brother’ 


Jesus lived long after the crucifixion 
of the Savior; Mary, His mother, went 
to live with John. Polycarp, the close 
friend of Ignatius, and to whom the 
martyr wrote his last letter, was one 
of the church fathers, etc. 


It is easy to see how such a precious 
relict as the shroud could have been 
saved and, after those who were inti- 
mately associated with it and Jesus, 
had passed away, it became the 
treasured possession of the church. 


The first illustrated mention in 
manuscript of the shroud is by Giulio 
Clovio in 1540. Sextus IVth., Pope of 
the Roman church, in one of his works 
says: “Men may look upon the true 
blood and portrait of Jesus Christ Him- 
self” in this shroud. 


An Interesting Custom 


The cloth is what would be classed 
as light in color. The markings of the 


as he saw it on a tour of the Country. 
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image when photographed come out in 
a black pattern. From a scientific point 
of view this means that the cloth was 
impregnated with oil and salt; later the 
cloth was in some manner treated with, 
or exposed to silver nitrate, which 
changed the silver nitrate traces into 
silver chloride, and the sunlight caused 
the silver nitrate to turn black, and it 
is these black traces that the camera 
reveals. 


Let me call attention again to the 
fact that prints under certain condi- 
tions are indestructible as far as time 
is concerned; the destruction of the 
material would be the only thing that 
would bring about the destruction of 
the prints. 


Prints are indestructible, that science 
now knows; cloth can and has survived 
through thousands of years, countless 
examples of which we possess today. 
So it would not be a physical impossi- 
bility for the shroud of Jesus to sur- 
vive to the present time. 


If the New Testament record is to 
be accredited, then there was plenty of 
motive, and extensive opportunity to 
preserve such an artifact. Mothers 
treasure the baby shoes, the baby cloth- 
es; yea, within my own memory it was 
customary for the family to preserve 
a lock of hair of the ear departed. 
Among the relict of my own family, 
we have a lock of hair of my grand- 
father who was born before Abraham 
Lincoln. 


Such were the customs handed down 
from time immemorial. Is it too much 
to suppose that Peter would give the 
mantle to Mary, the mother of Jesus? 
Jesus had younger brothers and sisters. 
Would they disregard mementoes of 
their famous Brother? 


When, where, or at what age Mary 
passed away are not known to archae- 
ology at the present time. It seems to 
be the tradition that she went to Ephe- 
sus with John, which is probably true. 
It may be that the spade will sometime 
bring some record to light. 


Jews Made no Portraits 

I am often asked the question: “Why 
was no painted portrait ever made of 
Jesus while He was living, and while 
He was with His disciples?” 

In answer to this we must remember 
that the Hebrew people never contri- 
buted anything original to civilization, 
except their religious view-point. Any 
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image-was considered an idol, and the 
making of such was forbidden by their 
Law. It was an unlawful act to create 
any piece of art aside from that which 
might relate to religion. So it came to 
pass that no image, portrait, or draw- 
ing was ever made of Jesus by anyone 
of His race or nationality. It was 
done; but not by a Jew. 


During His life time, art reached a 
high level in Rome, in the Empire not 
made subservient to prejudice or reli- 
gion. All we need to do to prove this 
is to visit Pompeii, Petra, or almost 
an infinite number of Roman sites. 


The Roman Christians took the best 
phases of Roman art and applied them 
to a new field; a field that the true 
Jew despised—Christian art. The cat- 
acombs beneath the city of Rome wit- 
ness to that portion of Christian deve- 
lopment. 


The Greek was the teacher of the 
Roman in every phase of art with, per- 
haps, the exception of architecture and 
the cutting of precious stones. Mural 
paintings have come down to us just 


as fresh as the day they were painted, 
those painted before and during the 
time at which Jesus lived. Some of the 
artists were Greek, and some were 
Roman. 


Greeks were the close acquaintances 
of Jesus, even from early childhood, for 
He lived at the world’s cross-roads; and 
Greeks knew Him when He began His 
ministry; Greeks were in the crowds 
that followed Him from place to place; 
Greeks were among His converts; 
Greeks were the great travelers of the 
times. They went to the far corners 
of the earth, to Italy, Spain, Gaul, the 
British Isles, everywhere. 


Twenty years, or there about, one 
of these Greek artists made the Chalice 
that holds the cup of The Last Supper. 
Did any paint a portrait of Jesus? 


We shall gather all the relicts found 
by archaeologists, and in a succeeding 
Defender article sum up what we know 
about the personal appearance of the 
Savior.

Fhe Saloon hs Back

(Editor’s Note: The following address 
by Dr. Clinton N. Howard, chairman of 
the National United Committee for 
Law Enforcement, was printed and 
mailed to the delegates of the Demo- 
cratic convention in Philadelphia a few 
weeks ago. Being a document of great 
historical importance, it should be stud- 
ied and preserved by Christian patriots 
throughout the Country.) 


ir: Howard said: The Democratic 
party is immortal. It is preserved 
in Alcohol. Its brutal and conscience- 
less betrayal of promises, its adject sur- 
render to the rum power for revenue, 
its betrayal of American youth and 
manhood, on the altars of libidinous in- 
dulgence and lust, its debauching of 
the future American motherhood, _ its 
bloody sacrifice of human life on the 
motor congested highways of the na- 
tion, may drive it into the wilderness 
for another forty years of disaster and 
defeat, as did its supine surrender to 
the slave power, but the Democratic 
party will live because it is never pre- 
pared to die. 


Its one moral asset lies in the grave: 
William Jennings Bryan — thrice De- 
mocratic candidate for the presidency, 
and Secretary of State under Woodrow 
Wilson, said: “Laws should be autho- 
rized dealing criminally with candi- 
dates who pledge themselves to specific 
measures and then, by official act, re- 
pudiate those pledges after election. A 
platform has no meaning unless it is 
intended as a pledge, and violation of 
such a pledge involves a greater degree 
of moral turpitude than the offenses 
against property rights which we pun- 
ish severely....A platform promise 
should be binding in law as well as in 
morals.” 


A covenant with the people: The 
Democratic Platform for 1932 said— 
“We believe that the party platform is a 
covenant with the people to be faith- 


fully kept by the party when intrusted 
with power.” 


The Democratic platform for 1932 
declared for repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment and in substitution there- 
for of legislation “as will actually pro- 
mote temperance, and effectively pre- 
vent the return to the saloon” and 
“that the federal government shall 


exercise its power to enable the states . 


to effectually protect themselves 
against importation of intoxicating 
liquors in violation of their laws.” 


In his speech of acceptance president 
Roosevelt said: “From this date the 
Eighteenth amendment is doomed. 
When that happens we as Democrats 
MUST and WILL enable the states to 
protect themselves against the importa- 
tion of intoxicating liquors where such 
importation may violate their state 
laws. We must rightly and morally pre- 
vent the return of the saloon.” 


In a subsequent speech the President 
said, “By no possibility, at any time or 
under any condition, at any place or 
under any circumstances, shall that 
institution (the saloon), or its equiva- 
lent, be allowed to return to American 
life.” 


The Constitution set at naught: 
These promises were made a part of 
the Constitution by the ratification by 
the states of the 21st Amendment, 
which repealed the 18th Amendment. 
Section 2 provides, “The transportation 
or importation into any state, territory 


or possession of the United States for. 


delivery or use therein of intoxicating 
liquors in violation of the laws thereof, 
is hereby prohibited.” 


Delegates of the Convention: Every 
one of these platform covenants, 
promises of the President, and _ pro- 
visions of the Constitution, except the 
repeal of the 18th Amendment, have 
been shamelessly disregarded and un- 
conscionably broken. The party plat- 


form, the promises of the President and 
the mandate of the Constitution on the 
liquor question are become “as sound- 
ing brass and a tinkling cymbal.” 


Lied like the devil: The old time 
saloon, “or its equivalent” called by 
some other name, is back again from 
Alaska on the North to the Virgin 
Islands on the South, from Hawaii on 
the West to the Philippines on the 
East, back in the nation’s capitol, back 
in the White House, back in the army 
and navy, back in the soldiers’ homes, 
back in C. C. C. camps, back on Broad- 
way and the Bowery, back in liquor 
stores, back in the bar rooms, back in 
the tap rooms, back in the taverns, 
back in the dance halls, back in Inns, 
back in politics, and back where it 
never was before the Democratic party 
came into power, in the grocery stores, 
department stores, drug stores, con- 
fectionery stores, réstaurants, lunch 
rooms, gas stations, bus depots, pool

“In that night was Belshaz- 
zar the king of the Chaldeans slain.” 


You are reading today of what is 
happening in Spain. Churches and re- 
ligious institutions are being demolish- 
ed, and a river of Christian blood is 
flowing. 

The Los Angeles Times of this date, 
August 22, 1936, shows an actual 
picture of Spanish Communists firing 
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at a statue of Christ in Madrid. At 
orders from the commanding officer, 
they fired until the marble statue of 
the Saviour crumbled and fell in frag- 
ments to the street. Christians by the 
thousands are being put to death. 


You may say that such a thing can 
not happen in this Country. You may 
call those who are shouting the warn- 
ing “alarmists and crepe hangers”, but 
the truth is, IT CAN HAPPEN, AND 
WILL HAPPEN, if the patriotic 
citizens of America do not get their 
eyes open and quickly stir themselves 
to righteous action. 


Sleep on, if you will, but if you do, 
you will some day wake up to find 
yourselves utterly helpless and at the 
mercy of godless hordes who will be 
screeching for Christian blood. If you 
do not arouse yourselves and recognize 
the danger of the present situation, you 
may find yourselves facing firing 
squads sooner than you think. 


We need to know the truth. This is 
no time for soft words. It is no time 
for prejudice and partisanism. This is 
the time to bury personal differences 
and stand boldly against the common 
foe of Christ and Christianity—atheistic 
Communism. 


The hour has struck for all who love 
and respect the Stars and Stripes, and 
what that flag that has never touched 
the ground, stands for, I say, the hour 


has arrived for all patriotic citizens, 
regardless of party or creed, to unite in 
a solid phalanx and overthrow this un- 
American monstrosity which is sitting 
in the seats of the mighty and planning 
for the destruction of all that is high 
and holy and good in Christian civili- 
zation. 


The Constitution of the United States 
is the foundation, and the Supreme 
Court is the safeguard, of our liberty. 
Every man who is elected President, be- 
fore he officially takes his office, 
swears with his hand on the Bible, that 
he will uphold and defend the Constitu- 
tion. Yet the present Chief Executive 
seems to consider the Constitution a 
relic of “horse and buggy days”. He 
has openly advised the passage of legis- 
lation which he knew violated the 
sacred document which he had pledged 
himself under oath to defend. 


There is so much evidence as to the 
Communistie trend of the powers in 
Washington that we are fairly deluged 
with it.

During the last presidential campaign 
why did Moscow exhibit pictures of 
Roosevelt bearing the inscription: “The 
next Communist President of the Uni- 
ted States’? They knew he was their 
friend. They knew what he stood for, 
though some American citizens do not 
even seem to realize the truth about the 
situation at this late date. 


Now comes the announcement in to- 
day’s papers that the N. B. C. radio 
network will put on eight Communist 
broadcasts beginning August 28, 1936. 
Shades of George Washington, Thomas 
Jefferson, and Abraham Lincoln! 


American citizens, who believe in the 
“government of the people, for the peo- 
ple, and by the people”, and who do not 
want to see that government “perish 
from the earth”, will you not arouse to 
the call of your Country in its dire need 
and stand as a solid patriotic bulwark 
against the subversive forces which 
would destroy the foundations upon 
which your homes, your churches, your 
schools and your liberties rest!

ad is a little cloud; it will pass 

away”, said Athanasius of 
Julian the Apostate, who after a 
short reign of active hostility to 
Christianity, perished with the 
confession of failure. 


The same may be applied to all recent 
attempts to undermine the faith of hu- 
manity in the person of its divine Lord 
and Savior. 


The clouds, great and small, pass a- 
way; the sun continues to shine: dark- 
ness has its hour; the light is eternal. 
No argument against the existence, or 
attack upon the character of the sun, 
will drive the king of day from the sky, 
or prevent him from blessing the earth. 


With its last and ablest efforts, in- 
fidelity seems to have exhausted its 
scientific resources. It could only re- 
peat itself hereafter. Its different 
theories have been tried, and found 
wanting. One has in turn refuted and 
superseded the other, even during the 
li etime of their champions, They ex- 
plain nothing in the end: on the con- 
trary, they only substitute an unnatural 
prodigy for a supernatural miracle, and 
—, enigma for a revealed mys- 

ery. 
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They equally tend to undermine all 
faith in God’s providence, in history, 
and ultimately in every principle of 
truth and virtue; and they deprive a 
poor fallen humanity, in a world of sin 
temptation, and sorrow, of its only 
hope and comfort in life and in death. 
“He is a mean man who will take from 
a man in mid ocean the only plank that 
will support him”, said Bishop Foster. 


Infidelity attempts to substitute a 
metaphysical abstraction for a living 
reality; a mere notion for an historical 
fact; a progress in philosophy and me- 
chanical arts for the moral victory over 
sin and death; a pantheistic hero-wor- 
ship, or self-adoration of a fallen race, 
for the worship of the only true and 
living God; the gifts of a stone for the 
nourishing bread; a gospel of despair 
and final annihilation for the gospel of 
hope and eternal life. 


Humanity scorns such miserable sub- 
stitute, which has yet to give the first 
proof of any power for good, and which 
is not likely to convert or improve a 
single individual. Humanity must have 
a living Head, a real Lord, a Savior 
from sin and death. 


With renewed faith and stronger con- 
fidence, it will return from the dreary 
cesolations of heartless infidelity, and 
the vain conceits of a philosophy false- 
ly so-called, to the historical Christ, the 
promised Messiah, the God incarnate, 
and will exclaim with Peter: “Lord, 
where shall we go but to thee? Thou 
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alone hast the words of eternal life, 
and we believe and are sure that thou 
art the Son of God.” 


Yes! He still lives, the divine Man 
and the incarnate God, on the ever 
fresh and self-authenticating records of 
the Gospels in the unbroken history of 
nineteen hundred years, and in the 
hearts and the lives of the wisest ana 
best of the race, and there He will live 
for ever. His person and work com- 
prise the book of life, which will never 
grow old. Christianity lives and will 
live with Him, because He lives, the 
same yesterday, to-day, and forever. 


Jesus Christ shines forth with the 
self-evidencing light of the noonday 
sun. He is too great, too pure, too per- 
fect to have been invented by the mind 
of any sinful and erring man. His 
character and claims are supported by 
the sublimest doctrine, the purest eth- 
ics, the mightiest miracles, the grandest 
spiritual kingdom, and are daily and 
hourly exhibited in virtues and graces 
of all who yield to the regenerating and 
sanctifying power of His spirit and ex- 
ample. 


The historical Christ meets and sat- 
isfies all moral and religious aspira- 
tions. The soul, if left to its noblest 
impulses and aspirations instinctively 
turns to Him, as the needle to the mag- 
net, as the flower to the sun, as the 
panting hart to the fountain. We are 
made for Him, and our heart is without 
rest until it rests in Him. 


He commands our assent, and wins 
our affections and adoration. We can- 
rot look upon Him without spiritual 
benefit. We cannot think of Him with- 
out being elevated above all that is 
low and mean, and encouraged to all 
that is good and noble. The very hem 
of His garment is healing to the touch. 
One hour spent in His communion out- 
weighs all the pleasures of sin. 


He is the most precious gift of a 
merciful God to the world. In Him 
are the treasures of wisdom, in Him the 
fountain of pardon and peace, in Him 
the only hope and comfort in this worl 
and in the world to come. 


Without Him, history would be a 
waste, a labyrinth of facts without 
meaning or connection of aim: with 
Him, it is beautiful, a harmonious reve- 
lation of God, the unfolding plan of 
infinite wisdom and love; all the an- 
cient history converges to His coming, 
all modern history receives from Him 
its higher life and inspiration. 


He is the glory of the past, the life 
of the present, the hope of the future. 
We cannot even understand ourselves 
without Him. According to the Jewish 
proverb: “The secret of man is the 
secret of the Messiah.” Christ is the 
central light of history, and at the same 
time the light of every soul. He alone 
can solve the mystery of our being, and 
fulfill our intellectual desires after 
truth, our moral desires after goodness 
and ‘holiness, and our feeling after 
peace. 


Not for all the wealth and wisdom of 
this world would I weaken the faith of 
the thumblest Christian in his divine 
Lord; but if, by the grace of God, I 
could convert a single skeptic to a child- 
like faith in Him who lived and died 
for me, and all, I would feel that I had 
not lived in vain. 
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Secretary Wallace Attacks Protestant 
Church

JN his book, “Whose Constitu- 

tion?”, just from the press, 
Secretary of Agriculture, Henry 
A. Wallace makes an unfortunate 
and unfounded attack on the Pro- 
testant churches. 


One is made to fear that the sad 
history in the campaign of 1928, when 
the issue of Protestantism versus 
Roman Catholicism was injected into 
the Smith-Hoover race, may be repeat- 
ed this year. 


Mr. Wallace writes: 


“Somewhat in the manner _ that 
judicial interpretation was to deny 
both federal and state power to regu- 
late modern business in the United 
States, the Protestant ethic, freed from 
the restraints of the Roman Catholic 
church, failed to develop an effective 
discipline for the social administration 
of great accumulations of property.” 


Creating Religious Hatreds 


In these words, Mr. Wallace utters his 
opinion that the Protestant Reformation 
was a calamity as to the matter of “the 
social administration of great ac- 
cumulations of property” in that it 
freed members of the Protestant 
churches from “the restraints of the 
Roman Catholic Church.” 


He is convinced, that if there had 
been no Martin Luther, John Calvin, 
Thomas Cranmer, to bring on the Con- 
tinental and Anglican Reformations, 
that the Roman Catholic Church, 
through the unimpeded application of 
its restraints, would have carried on, 
during these four centuries since the 
rise of the Reformation, the “social ad- 
ministration of great accumulations of 
property.” He thinks that the great re- 
formers did social damage in alienating 
millions from the Roman Catholic res- 
traints, after which they were let loose 
to ravage the poor by the malign power 
of covetousness and miserliness for the 
restraint of which the Protestant 
churches failed to develop a necessary 
discipline such as the Roman Catholic 
Church had when the Reformation be- 
gan and which, according to Secretary 
Wallace, it stiil has. 


_ He thinks of the Roman Catholic 
Church as providing the social adminis- 
tration of great accumulations of pro- 
perty in the sixteenth century, until it 
was interfered with by the schismatic 
Reformers, who won followers to their 
cause, whom they could not control, or 
did not try to control, from the anti- 
social administration of great accumu- 
lations of property. 


The learned Secretary feels that the 
Reformation was a mistake and even 
worse. It deprived multitudes of the 
care of Roman Catholic shepherds and 
delivered them to the guardianship of 
Protestant thieves and robbers. 


As a church historian, Secretary 
Wallace is an erudite agricultural 


scientist. One is moved to doubt if he 
has read even a brief history of the Re- 
formation. One of the causes that made 
it possible was the lack of sympathy 
for the poor on the part of the hierar- 
chy. 

_ Tetzel and his gang were impover- 
ishing German provinces by the sale of 
indulgences, and_ ecclesiastical tax 
gatherers and publicans were as grasp- 
ing as Zacchaeus, but none of them fol- 
lowed the latter’s example of repent- 
ance and restitution. The underprivileg- 
ed millions of the church had their 
money taken from them to be used for 
the artistic embellishment of Rome for 
the delight of princes of the church 
who were disciples of the Renaissance 
and not descendants of the Apostles. 


Feudalism and priestism were in 
cruel alliance and the people suffered 
from their tyrannical taxation. Such . 
conditions produced the Reformation 
fully as much as the theological errors 
against which the Reformers made 
their protests. Mr. Wallace has dreamed 
that the Roman Catholic Church was 
providing the social administration of 
great accumulations of property, to the 
benefit of the masses, until it was 
interfered with by Luther, and Zwingli, 
and Calvin. On the contrary, the anti- 
social getting and use of money by the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy, was one of 
the dynamic causes of the Reformation, 
probably of such importance that if it 
had not existed, there would have been 
no Protestant Reformation. 


Facts of History 
An eminent Church historian writes: 


“It must also be remembered that 
from the end of the fourteenth century 
on to the beginning of the sixteenth, 
however varied the cries and the watch- 
words of the insurgents may be, one 
persistent note of detestation of the 
priests is always heard; and from the 
way in which Jews and priests are con- 
tinually linked together in one common 
denunciation, it may be inferred that 
the hatred arose from the intolerable 
pressure of clerical extortion than from 
any feeling of irreligion. 


“The tithes, great and small, and the 
means taken to exact them, were a gall- 
ing burden. ‘The priests’ says an Eng- 
lish writer, ‘have their tenth part of all 
the corn, meadows, pasture, grass, 
wood, colts, lambs, geese, and chickens. 
Over and besides the tenth part of 
every servant’s wages, wool, milk, 
honey, wax, cheese, and butter; yea, 
and they look so narrowly after their 
profits that the poor wife must be. 
countable to them for every tenth egg, 
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or else she getteth not her rights at 
Easter and shall be taken as an heretic.’ 


“As a matter of fact, many of these 
tithes, extorted in the name of the 
church, did not go into the pockets of 
the clergy at all, but were seized by the 
feudal superior and went to increase 
his revenues. Popular feeling, however, 
seldom discriminates and feudal and 
clerical dues were regarded as belong- 
ing to one system of intolerable oppres- 
sion. Besides the rapacity of churchmen 
went far beyond the exaction of the 
tithes. ‘I see,’ said a Spaniard, ‘that we 
can scarcely get anything from Christ’s 
ministers, but for money; at baptism, 
money, at bishoping, money, at mar- 
riage, money, for confession, money— 
no, not extreme unction, without 
money! They will ring no bells without 
money, no burial in the church without 
money; so that it seemeth that Paradise 
is shut up from them that have no 
money. The rich is buried in the church; 
the poor in the churchyard. The rich 
man may marry with his nearest kin, 
but the poor not so, albeit he be ready 
to die for love of her. The rich may eat 
flesh at Lent, but the poor may not, 
albeit fish perhaps be much dearer. The 
rich man may readily get large indul- 
gences, but the poor none, because he 
wanteth money to pay for them.’” 
(A History of the Reformation, Tho- 
mas M. Lindsay, D. D., published by 
Chas. Scribners Sons, page 96.) 


Supreme Court, Our Gibraltar 


The eminent, erudite Secretary unit- 
ed in his condemnation the Supreme 
Court and the Protestant Churches. 
The former, he charges, has denied by 
judicial interpretation, which he insinu- 
ates to be arbitrary and autocratic, 
federal or state power to regulate 
modern business; the latter, he says, 
have found no way to develop “an ef- 
fective discipline for the social adminis- 
tration of great accumulations of pro- 
perty.” 


He blames the Court for not finding a 
judicial interpretation that will warrant 
federal or state control of modern 
business, and he finds the Protestant 
Churches, not the Roman Catholic 
Church, to be worthy of his censure for 
not forcing Protestant Church members 
to administer socially, great accumu- 
lations of property. Fortunately for the 
nation, the judges of the Supreme 
Court, “the Nine Old Men”, as they 
have lately been called, cannot be issued 
by any executive officer to furnish 
judicial interpretations to order. 


Not even the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture can force them to plow under their 
convictions as to the meaning of the 
Constitution, and plant in place of them 
the tares of Marxian socialism.

N October 4th, Sunday Schools 

throughout the’ world will study 
about the Macedonian Call as recorded 
in the sixteenth chapter of Acts. 


Paul and his helpers landed on the 
little island of Troas in the fail of the 
year A. D. 50. For many months, or 
possibly a few years, tic 7 had been on 
a long, weary missionary journey. They 


scholarly and courageous Greek of pro- 
found spiritual insight. 


Dr. A. B. Simpson, the great mission- 
ary statesman, used to preach often 
from the text recorded in Acts 16:9-10. 
It was his thesis that the “Man” seen 
by Paul in the vision was none other 
than Jesus Christ. He emphasized the 
statement that: “We endeavored to go 
go into Macedonia, as- 
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suredly gathering that the 
Lord had called us.” 


Then and there, Paul 
came west with the Chris- 
tian message. This was 
the pivot on which his 
ministry turned. From 
that hour, the Gospel be- 
gan its invasion of the 
western world. 

Letters received at the 
Wichita Headquarters 
from Mr. Velonis, read 
like a MODERN MACE- 
DONIAN CALL. Greece is 
as much a mission field 
today as it was in the first 
century. The pure Gospel 
is almost unknown in that 
part of the world. The 
Greek Orthodox Church, 
which dominates the re- 
ligious thought of 
the Country, is more pa- 
gan and heathen than 
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were ready to turn back east, toward 
home. 


On two different occasions they made 
preparations to return to Asia. But both 
times they were checked by the Holy 
Ghost. They were puzzled to understand 
the meaning of this experience. 


Finally the explanation came in the 
form of a vision. “And a vision appear- 
ed to Paul in the night; There stocd a 
man of Macedonia, and prayed him, 
saying, Come over into Macedonia, and 
help us.” 


The accompanying map shows Troas. 
The Man of Macedonia stood with out- 
stretched arms beckoning to Paul, from 
across the narrow strip of water near 
the city of Neapolis. The disciples left 
Troas at once by boat. 


From Neapolis they journed to 
Philippi, then to Thessalonica. The 
modern name for ancient Thessalonica 
is Salonica. It is here that the Defend- 
ers Movement now has its headquarters 
for missionary work in Greece. The 
Superintendent is Rev. A. Velonis, a 


Christian. 


Faced with many obstacles, the 
greatest weapon Mr. Velonis has for 
declaring Gospel truth, is through the 
columns of the “Greek Defender Maga- 
zine”. Early in August he put a special 
edition of 20,000 copies on the press.... 
It contains articles explaining the way 
of salvation, material on prophecy, 
Bible expositions, etc. 


A recent letter from Mr. Velonis 
says: “I am tired but thanks to our 
Lord, I am in good health. I work an 
average of fourteen hours every day. 
I humbly recognize the mercy of our 
Lord upon me, and with sound sleep of 
six or seven hours, I am again refresh- 
ed and ready for a new day’s work in 
the Master’s vineyard.”

Puente Rico's 
Doncaa Society 





N the year A. D. 88 when the Church 

was passing through its early strug- 
gles, Peter made his way to Joppa. 
There he was a guest in the home of 
“one Simon a tanner”, 


Other disciples were, at the same 
time, in a neighboring town called 
Lydda. Hearing of Peter’s presence in 
Joppa, they sent for him to come and 
join them in a season of prayer and 
fellowship. 


About this time a very godly woman 
by the name of Dorcas became ill and 
died. Her body was made ready for 
burial. 


A very touching scene is recorded in 
Acts 9:39-41: 


“Then Peter arose and went with 
them. When he was come, they brought 
him into the upper chamber: and all 
the widows stood by him weeping and 
shewing the coats and garments which 
Dorcas made, while she was with them. 


“But Peter put them all forth, and 
kneeled down, and prayed; and turning 
him to the body said, Dorcas, arise. And 
she opened her eyes: and when she saw 
Peter, she sat up. 


“And he gave her his hand, and lifted 
her up, and when he had called the 
saints and widows, presented her alive.” 


We learn from this narrative that 
Dorcas had been making “coats and 
garments” for the disciples. 

When Dr. J. F. Rodriguez, Superin- 
tendent of the Missionary work of the 
Defenders Movement in the West 
Indies, started his work of relieving hu- 
man suffering by supplying clothing, he 
appropriately named the program THE 
DORCAS SOCIETY. 

Appeals have appeared in these 
columns during the last two months for 
bundles of used clothing to be sent to 
the Wichita Headquarters. Large 
quantities have been received and ship- 
ped to Puerto Rico for distribution 
among the poor and starving people, 
who in thousands of instances, lack 
clothing to cover their bodies.

“This large amount of clothing and 
shoes sent by subscribers to The De- 
fender, from all parts of the United 
States, in response to your request, 
speaks highly of the great Family of 
Readers. We will never cease thanking 
God for their devotion to our mission- 
ary cause in this part of the world. 


“There is no waste in your shipments 
of second-hand clothing. Please rest 
confident that all pieces sent by you are 
useful and will be placed where there 
is the most need of them.

They 
listen to every word that falls from 
my lips, so eager are they to know the 
truth about salvation from sin. Those 
whom we lead to Christ come to feel 
that there is really something in life 
to live for. 


“This congregation of my poor be- 
nighted brethren, existing in poverty, 


actually gave an $8.16 Easter collection. 
Their faces beamed as they brought 
their sacrificial offerings to the feet 
of the Master. It is being held for re- 
pairs on the church. 

“There is much to be done out here. 
My heart often aches as I see the plight 
of my people. My soul cries out to do 
more and more in leading them to the 
light. : 

“This letter goes out in prayer that 
God will keep this work upon the hearts 
of kind Defender friends. I need your 
love and prayers that I may do my 
work well. Pray also for all these 
faithful native Christians who are 
laboring with me.” 

Mr. Revere wrote the above letter on 
May 26, 19386. He was so far away 
from civilization when he mailed it, 
that delivery was greatly delayed. Al- 
though he spent many happy years as 
a young man attending school in the 
United States, he testifies that his hap- 
piest hours are those now being invest- 
ed in the arduous task of missionary 
endeavor among his own people.

HIS is the book for which the Chris- 
tian public has been waiting ever 
since the great American evangelist 
went to be with his Lord a few months 
ago. 

Aside from Mrs. Sunday, no other 
person lived as close to “Billy” during 
his public career, as Mr. Rodeheaver. 
They were constantly together, night 
after night in public meetings, for over 
twenty years. 


“TI knew the real Billy Sunday”, says 
the Author—and this is true. 


From cover to cover, this book holds 
the attention of the reader by means 
of one human interest story after an- 
other. Mr. Rodeheaver knows his “pub- 
lic’ and is therefore particularly 
qualified to write a gripping narrative 
of this kind. 


A typical shot: “Billy Sunday had 
a terror of social functions. On an 
‘ecasion in Richmond, Virginia, two 
women’s organizations combined to 
manage a reception and banquet at 
which the guests of honor were Mr. 
Sunday and John Philip Sousa. Mr. 
Sousa was to take in the president of 
one organization and Mr. Sunday the 
president of the other. At the door of 
the banquet hall Mr. Sunday grasped 
firmly the arm of the bandmaster and 
said, ‘Come on, John, let’s go in and 
find a seat.’ The two marched side by 
side to the speaker’s table, much to 
the discomfiture of Mr. Sousa and the 
trailing presidents.” 


The chapter entitled “Finances”, tell- 
ing what the evangelist did with his 
money, needed to be written. Mr. Sun- 
day’s revivals brought him large sums 
of money, but he was one of the most 
unselfish men that ever lived. 


At the close of his New York City cam- 
paign, he gave $124,600 to the Y.M.C.A. 
and the Red Cross. When he finished 
his Chicago meeting, he made a gift 
of $67,000 to the Pacific Garden Mis- 
sion, where he had been converted sev- 
eral years before. Says the Author: 
“At his death his estate was probated 
at $50,000.” 


Let those who used to call Mr. Sun- 
day a “grafter” read this: “Several 
film companies tried to induce him to 
assume a role in a moving picture, and 
it was reported that a fabulous sum 
was offered him. Concerning that he 
said: ‘A moving picture company of- 
fered me a million dollars if I would 
make a picture preaching the gospel 
and showing the tabernacle crowds. 
Their representative threw a check for 
fifty thousand dollars on the table and 


said it was mine if I would sign the 
contract. I have nothing against the 
movies as such, but I wouldn’t sell the 
fame God has given me for preaching 
about Jesus for all the money they 
have. Now some of you skinflints that 
put a penny in the collection pans and 
then bellyache about it, go on and call 
me a grafter!’” 

Mr. Rodeheaver divides his book into 
twelve chapters. Scattered through the 
pages are several rare photographs, 
never before published. 


PERILS OF THE LATTER DAYS. 
By Louis R. Patmont. Published by 
Fundamental Truth Publishers. Pages 
176. Price $1.00. 

A NEW, up-to-the-minute book on 

prophecy, written by a scientist, 
preacher and world traveler whose 
name is well known to all Defender 
readers. 

The title of the treatise is taken 
from II Timothy 3:1, “This know also, 
that in the last days perilous times 
shall come.” 

The opening discourse is devoted to 
“the Peril of Socialism and Commu- 
nism”—this section being divided into 
three chapters. 

Other striking titles are as follows: 
“The Peril of Apostasy”, “Demon Per- 
ils”, “The Perils of False Christs and 
False Prophets”, “Perils on Earth and 
Signs in the Heavens” and “Perils of 
War and Armageddon.” 


Few men are better prepared to treat 
the subject of Communism as it ought 
to be treated, than Dr. Patmont, for the 
reason that he_ recently traveled 
through several thousand miles of So- 
viet territory. Being a master of the 
Russian language, he was able to come 
away with a wealth of invaluable in- 
formation. 


When he makes a statement like the 
following, the reader may therefore 
know that it is authoritative: “Sher- 
wood Eddy, an ardent Socialist cleric, 
says in his book, ‘The Challenge of 
Russia’, that there was immorality and 
degradation in Russia several years 
ago. He claims that conditions are 
ideal now. In the next paragraph he 
admits that the women of Russia have 
no proper conception of morality. The 
truth of the matter is that the homes 
of Russia are crumbling, while social 
degeneracy is on a fearful increase. 

“On my trip through Soviet Russia, 
I witnessed the conclusion of numerous 
marriage contracts, the consummation 
of which required only a few minutes. 
Divorces were secured with equal ease. 
A man may have a ‘registered’ and 
two ‘actual’ wives. Women seldom take 
the name of their husbands. Their 
loose moral practices make it hard to 


identify the fathers of their childrer. 
State children’s homes are therefore a 
great convenience. There seems to be 
no conception whatever of the true 
values of life among the victims of the 
Communist chauvinism.” 


The chapter on the great apostasy 
explains the drift away from sound doc- 
trine and true spirituality, which can 
not otherwise be understood. We read: 
“This is no time for easy-going middle- 
of-the-road Christianity. The call of 
the hour is for heroes, yes, if need be, 
martyrs, who are willing to live and to 
die for the truth. The age is dying. 
We are in the birth pangs of a new age. 
Those who will not respond to such a 
challenge will share in the judgment 
of the apostate Laodicean church.” 


The discussion of Kagawa contained 
in this chapter is particularly timely.

His chapter on 
the underworld in Paris shows that the 
seeds of infidelity preached during the 
days of the French Revolution have born 
dark and bitter fruit on the tree of the 
nation’s national life. 


The blue Danube is made to live with 
realism as the writer takes us with pen 
pictures across, Czechoslovakia, Aus- 
tria, Hungary, Yugo-Slavia, Rumania, 
and other smaller provinces. 

The Mosques and minarets of Turkey 


are brought into the scene, where Ke- 
mal Pasha has accomplished the im- 
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possible, apparently. The writer shows 
how this man of mystery has aban- 
doned the fez, liberated women, defied 
Moslem bigotry, but has not been able 
to do aught for the souls of a people in 
bondage by centuries of sinful living. 


His pilgrimage to Palestine is the 
climax to this vividly interesting record 
of human travel. There, the teeming 
life of the master religious city of 
earth, is put before our eyes in such 
clear fashion, that we feel like we are 
walking arm in arm with friends about 
the places made sacred by the feet of 
the Son of Man. : 


Rome is shown as having her head 
tucked under the wing of the past, 
dreaming of past glories, instead of 
looking for a new day that will come to 
earth with Christ’s appearing. His last 
word is a plea for the Spirit-filled life.

WOUNDED FOR OUR TRANS- 
GRESSIONS. By James M. Ghysels, 
B.D. Published by Zondervan Publish- 
ing Company.

ie is comparatively easy to use ex- 
clamatory expletives and superlatives 
in describing a book, but this one ap- 
peals especially to the Christian read- 
er because of its tender quality in these 
toughening days when hearts are stony 
and hard. 


A look between its pages calls one 
back to Calvary. It is a meditation on 
the Son of God with a challenge to 
stand before His cross in love or hos- 
tility. 

Christ was not acceptable to the Jews 
because His lowly origin was repug- 
nant to a people who wanted an orien- 
tal display of magnificence and a show 
of material power. He did not come 
in grand equipage but to their disgust 
came to Jerusalem on a common 
looking donkey. Barabbas, the robber 
was more popular with the Jewish 
masses than the lowly Man of Galilee. 


The ensuing quotation deserves to be 
framed as a mental picture and hung 
on the wall of our best remembrances! 


“Devout Christians are deeply moved 
as they reflect on the bitter suffering 
of their Savior. So many Christians 
remain unaffected when His suffering is 
described. They remain cold and un- 
moved. The church in general today is 
cold and dead; a chill wind blows 
among the dead bones. There is so lit- 
tle genuine religious fervor. And often 
times, when there is, the fire is quick- 
ly snuffed out by the demurrer that we 
must be on our guard against emotion 
in matters of religion.” 


Our attention is called to the unfair- 
ness of the Jewish Sanhedrin to Christ: 
“He was condemned to death contrary 
to law. There was formality of a ju- 
dicial process, but it was all contrary 
to right. It was ‘oppression’; oppres- 
sion which cloaked itself under the 
formality of a judicial process. 

“The night session of the Sanhedrin, 
which tried and condemned Jesus, was 
an illegal one. The hurried search for 
witnesses was illegal. The witnesses 
failed to agree, and yet Jesus was con- 
demned to die.” 


Dr. Ghysels is a pastor in the Chris- 
tian Reformed denomination. This, his 
latest book, embraces seventeen chap- 
ters, dealing with as many different 
phases of our Lord’s earth life.

HIS is not an attack on Christian 
scientists as a people but it does 
show the fallacy of their doctrine by 
the Word of God. The teachings of 
Mrs, Eddy have done more to devita- 
lize Christianity than any other sys- 
tem of false religion in the last thirty 
years. 


Christian Science makes God an im- 
personal influence which shows that 
Mrs. Eddy did not know what she was 
talking about. 


When this religion first appeared it 
was considered so asinine that intelli- 
gent people never dreamed it would 
gain a foothold in America. The writer 
makes it appear as asinine as ever, 
but serves as a mask of respectability 
for the Devil. It dulls the keen edge 
of spiritual sharpness and makes _ it 
easy for people to serve the base and 
grosser passions of life. It minimizes 
the need of an atonement by denying 
the fact of sin and thus dishonors the 
blood of Christ. 

The God of the Christian Scientists 
is not the God of Sinai or Calvary, but 
a heathenish god borrowed from the 
Hindu religion, 

Mary Baker Eddy insulted God by 
calling Him an idea, when He is an 
all-powerful and all wise Personality. 


According to Mrs. Eddy, Jesus of 
Nazareth was an incorporal being. No 
individual in the world ever penned any 
more conglomerate nonsense then did 
the founder of Christian Science in that 
one statement. 


If Jesus Christ was really an incor- 
poral being, the scornful Jews of Jeru- 
salem were spitting at unreality and 
buffetting a shadow, as they followed 
the cross-laden Jesus toward Calvary. 
In fact, no system of religious doctrine 
in the world degrades the supreme sac- 
rifice of Christ as does the teaching 
of Mrs. Patterson Glover Baker Eddy. 


This quotation shows the attitude of 
Christian scientists toward Christ: 
“Jesus is the name of the man who, 
more than all other men, has presented 
Christ, the true idea of God, healing 
the sick and sinning, and destroying 
the power of death. Jesus is the Hu- 
man Man, and Christ is the Divine idea, 
hence the duality of Jesus Christ.” 


Here she contradicts the Scripture, 
which teaches very distinctly that Jesus 
Christ is the ONE AND SAME person, 
and not two, as Mrs. Eddy says. Hear 
the testimony of the Scripture: 


I Corinthians 2:2, “For I am deter- 
mined not to know anything among 
you, save JESUS CHRIST, and him 
crucified.” Hebrews 10:10, “By the 
which will we are sanctified through 
the offering of the body of JESUS 
CHRIST once for all.” Again, Christ 
is not a “divine idea” but a person: 
I Timothy 2:15, “THE MAN CHRIST 
JESUS”. And, I John 2:22, “Who is 


a liar but he that denieth that JESUS 
IS CHRIST? He is anti-Christ, that 
denieth the Father and the Son.” Here 
is another sample of her inconsistency: 
“Jesus is the Wayshower.” 


Jesus Himself tells us that He is not 
the wayshower, but the WAY, John 14: 
6, “Jesus saith unto him, I AM THE 
WAY.” 


Evangelist Haudenschield has exposed 
the false teachings of Christian Science 
by use of the Word of God, and the 
Bible must ever be the true measuring 
rod in considering all kinds of religious 
effort. Get this book, and read it care- 
fully, and see how dangerous and un- 
scriptural the tenets of Mrs. Eddy ac- 
tually are when carefully compared 
with the Scriptures.

charge of Secretary Wallace, that Pro- 
testant church members have been 
worse than Roman Catholics in the 
matter of “the social administration of 
great accumulations of property.” 


There have been members of both of 
these great churches which have not 
administered their wealth in obedience 
to the teachings of their church, and 
neither of these churches has subjected 
them to discipline for this disobedience. 


A great many wealthy Protestants 
have given vast sums for the social 
good. John D. Rockefeller, Sr., has 
given more than $600,000,000, and 
many others have contributed vast 
sums to education, hospitals, libraries, 
scientific research, missions, church 
buildings, ete. Many Roman Catholics 
have done likewise. 


There is no significant difference be- 
tween the Protestant and the Roman 
Catholic ethic, in modern times, as to 
the stewardship of wealth, though 
Secretary Wallace declares that the 
Roman Cathclic Church is supericr, as 
to this, to the Protestant churches. It 
is unfortunate that so high an official 
of the government should thus contri- 
bute to religious hatred among our 
citizens. 


In his criticism of the Protestant 
Churches, Mr. Wallace ignores that 
these churches have provided the most 
forceful and luminous political leaders 
in recent years who have sought for 
political changes in the interest of the 
masses of the people. 


Theodore Roosevelt, who denounced 
“the malefactors of great wealth,” 
Thomas E. Watson, who affirmed thaf, 
at times the two great parties were 
merely the “two wings of the buzzard 
of privilege.” William Jennings Bryan, 
the Great Commoner, and Woodrow 
Wilson, the apostle crying out for the 
revival of Jefiffersonianism, were all 
laymen in the Protestant Churches. 


The insinuation of Secretary Wallace 
that the Protestant Churches of the 
United States are inferior to the Roman 
Catholic Church in concern for the wel- 
fare of the masses of the people, is 
without any foundation. It is to be 
devoutly hoped that our political lead- 
ers will hereafter refrain from institu- 
ting insidious comparisons between the 
Christian churches of our land. No good 
can possibly come from this, and much 
harm might result.

The Council In Jerusalem 
Acts 15:22-29; Gal. 2:1, 2, 9, 10

HE Question: “Can a Gentile enter 

into the promises of salvation in 
Jesus Christ without submitting also, 
as the Jews, to the rite of circum- 
cision ?” 

Some had come down from Jerusalem 
to Antioch, “false brethren” (Gal. 2:4), 
who insisted upon the necessity of cir- 
cumcision among the Gentile converts 
in this city, and gave trouble to the 
church “subverting their souls” (Acts 
15:24). The word here translated (v. 2) 
“dissension” is the word elsewhere 
translated “insurrection” (Mk. 15:7; Lk. 
23:19, 25; Acts 24:5), and “riot” (Acts 
19:40). 

The fact that the Holy Spirit was 
bestowed upon the Gentile household of 
Cornelius, without the question of cir- 
cumcision being raised, was evidence 
that God sanctioned Peter’s work (Acts 
11:17-18). 

Circumcision of heart was the teach- 
ing of the apostles. This new message 
of the church was revolutionary tc the 
religious thinking of the world. Judaism 
and paganism consisted largely of 
external observances; Christianity has 
to do with purifying the inner life of a 
man. 


These “false brethren” had claimed 
to come with the authority of the 
mother church at Jerusalem but this 
is denied in the letter sent back (v. 2). 

“Hazarded” (v. 26) is “delivered up.” 
The sacrifice of their lives was made 
by them; they were martyrs in will 
though their lives had not, as yet been 
laid down in point of fact. 

They expected to know the will of 
God through the ministry of the Holy 
Spirit within them (v. 23). May each 
of us seek such right relationship with 
the Holy Spirit that, through us, He 
may be able to make known the will of 
God and move toward the accomplish- 
ment of His divine purpose. 

If the council had insisted on circum- 
cision, Paul’s labor would be so far in 
vain and the Gentile churches would be 
in danger of losing their precious free- 
dom (v. 2). 


The apostles and elders in Jerusalem 
were not able to show Paul anything 
new in the truth which he was preach- 
ing, for God himself revealed that truth 
to Paul and they could not add to it. 
This they acknowledged. 

“I went up by revelation” (v. 2). He 
had the assurance that God wanted him 
to go and that God would go on before 
to pave the way.

die strictly doctrinal portion of this 
epistle ends with the eleventh chap- 
ter, and the remainder is occupied 
chiefly with exhortations to a Christian 
walk in accordance with what has been 
taught. 


This is ever the Spirit’s way, as seen 
throughout the Scriptures. Doctrine 
determines duty. Creed characterizes 
conduct. What a man really believes is 
revealed by what he does; “for as he 
thinketh in his heart, so is he” (Prov. 
Zork). ~ 


In the first eleven chapters, the 
Spirit has asked us to do nothing other 
than believing in Jesus as Saviour and 
yielding our lives to be in-lived by the 
living Christ. He has been teaching us 
that there is nothing we can do until 
these truths of Salvation have become 
accomplished facts, personal to us, em- 
bodied in us. 


Then service becomes their outflow 
and overflow. Service is not self-effort. 
The fountain of service is the inward 
urge of these facts. Service is the out- 
living of the in-living Christ. When we 
have tasted the goodness of guilt dis- 
placed by abundant Grace and Sin’s 
impotence by the Spirit’s power—then 
the mighty movings of GRATITUDE in 
the soul become the inexhaustible, ir- 
repressible fountain of service. 


It is at gravest peril, then, that we 
dissociate theology and ethics, the 
doctrinal and the practical, our creed 
and our conduct. 


When Paul becomes practical in this 
portion, it is because he has already 
prepared the rich bed in which these 
strong and winsome graces may be 
grown. Every precept in these chapters 
sends its roots right down through all 
the previous chapters, through the rich, 
fat soil of sanctification and justifica- 
tion, and the mysterious energies of 
redeeming grace. Truth itself is value- 
less except it be transmuted into life. 
“Knowledge,” by itself is “puffed up.” 
“If ye know these things, happy are ye 
if ye do them.” 


“By the mercies of God.” The 
promises and truths revealed in the 
revious chapters. The ideal life loftier, 
olier and sweeter than any the pagan’s 
world could ever dream of, does not 
lead up to salvation in Jesus Christ.

cepted in the human heart. 


“Present your bodies.” The soul, in 
the present state, works through the 
body; so that its action for its Master 
can take effect only through the dedi- 
cation of the body to Him—hands, feet, 
eyes, tongue and brain. 

Christ in the heart makes right con- 


duct natural in our physical bodies. A 
pastor once asked a little girl where 
Christ was, and she replied: “In my 
heart”. “What would you do if the Devil 
was to come and knock at the door of 
your heart tomorrow?” asked the 
pastor. She answered: “I would send 
Christ to the door”.

The Macedonian Call 


Acts 16:6-15; Rom. 15:18-21 





fg you are doing God’s work, 
you can be sure of divine guidance, 
even when it contradicts, as it often 
does, our own original plans (v. 6). We 
must be in the attitude in which it is 
possible for the Spirit to guide us. 


You and I ought to say that we live 
where we do by the will of God. To 
realize that our life, down to its details, 
is a plan of God, wiil enable us to en- 
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dure our lot cheerfully and to do our 
work bravely. “The steps of a good man 
are ordered by the Lord” (Ps. 37:23). 


The opened heart of one person in a 
great city is a foothold for God, and if 
it be but yielded wholly to Him, from 
that vantage ground, from that base of 
operation, he can proceed to wonderful 
victories. 


To open the heart is God’s part; to 
believe at once is your part. 


Romans 15:18. Paul recognizes the 
Lord Jesus Christ as the personal and 
present Worker (Mt. 28:20; Acts 1:1; 
1 Cor. 15:10; Acts 14:27). The conver- 
sion of the Gentiles was Christ’s work, 
not Paul’s, and, therefore, Paul could 
glory in it without self-exaltation. 


Christian doctrine which one meets 
in the Epistle to the Romans is in 
Philippians transmuted into iife and 
experience. The difference of method 
and approach is much the same as when 
one studies a flower. We may take it to 
the laboratory to examine its structure 
and cellular secrets under the micros- 
cope; or we may go into the garden and 
see it in life, growing in simple beauty, 
exhaling its fragrance. It speaks to our 
heart, ratner than to our head. The 
laboratory knowledge will quicken the 
eye to detect added beauties in the 
garden. So the one who has mastered 
the doctrines of Romans will have the 
keener appreciation of Philippians as 
he detects these doctrines transmuted 
into living experience. 

The Man of Macedonia turned out to 
be a woman but with this prayer meet- 
ing at the riverside and the other in 
the jail, the church in Philippi began. 
From a dungeon prison in Rome, Paul 
is writing to the church which began 
in a prison. 


Paul and his co-workers had _ been 
away from Jerusalem a long time, con- 
ducting a strenuous missionary tour. 
They were no doubt anxious to get back 
home. ‘They made plans to leave the 
little island of Troas to return east. 
But the Holy Spirit checked them. 


Following the Macedonian call, they 
turned west with the Gospel. We are 
today blessed with Christianity in the 
western world because of this abrupt 
turn.
